Mrs Massy is considered by us to be an outstanding 
teacher in this Province and she assumed a heavy burden in 
taking over the Hazelton school. Without the supplies it is 
necessary for her to copy out a vast amount of material every 
evening. This coupled with the fact that she has received no 
salary cheque since her arrival is extremely discouraging. 


It is, of course, possible that the cause for delay 
lies with this office which is chaotic with months of work 
piled up gathering dirt. Mp. Boys, the Agent, left here at 
the end of last month to be followed by the Agency clerk 
almost immediately, consequently matters of this kind can 
mnly be traced through with considerable search, no office 
help being available so far. -We are doing what we can betwen 
the hours of 9 s-™ snd midnight, consequently if this is the 
outcome of inefficiency at this end it would he appreciated 
if you would do what is possible to rectify the matter.

Extract from Inspector Barry's report on the

I am aware that the Department may not have the 
funds available to erect a suitable two room Indian 
Day School away from the "white" village and on the 
Indian Reserve as requested by the Indian Chiefs. 
Such a school will in my opinion be the only 
satisfactory solution of the situation here. With 
children from Anglican, Salvation Arm and Catholic 
homes, the teac of such a two whiten Day School 
should of course not be of necessity Anglicans. In 
any case the practice of having the Anglican Missionary 
the teacher of the Hazelton Indian Day School has proved 
most unsatisfactory except in the case of the Rev. B. 
Shearman some years ago. 


The jesent school is conducted in an Anglican 
Hall for which we are paying rent.

Re: Proposed Hazelton Day School (A win 
27 / 2/7) 


In accordeénce with your verbsl Tequest for a memor- 
andum on the above subject I would advice as follows: 


Site At least two sites are immediately available on 

ezelton Indian teserve No. 1, the first being on Lot 67 
owned by the Department, part being in use for the Agency 
office and residence; a Single building that is in need of 
early replacement, the size of the office being less then 
half our requirements and the whole structure beyond economical 
repsir. The area of the lot is 24 acres, about half an acre 
being in use for the Avency house and Outbuildings. There is 
a fair water supply, a well being located near the house. It 
is in need of reconstruction. 


As it is apparently the intention of the Dominion 
Dept. of Puolic Works to reolsce their telecraph office on the 
Reserve with a Federal Building that would no doubt provide 
for our office accommodation it is unlikely that we would re- 
build our present office, and in this event the Indian Agent 
would no doubt be left to find his own residence, renting the 
present building until he could do so, after which time it could 
be torn down, leaving the entire lot available for school pur- 
purposes. An advantage of this lot is that it is on no traffic 
lanes and is in easy reach of the entire Indian village. 


The alternetive site immediately available is about 
five acres practically adjoining the new class room Opened in 
the Church Army Hall on the Villege, now owned by Arthur owatt, 
being @ sub-bench between that on which the school referred to 
is located and the flat, part of which is occupied by the Town 
of Hazelton, the south boundary being only about 150 yards 
distant. Mr. D. A. Webster of our staff states there is a 
Tunning spring on this percel. It is quite level and its twelve 
or fifteen feet slevation over the main flst precludes any 
possibility o: flooding. It might perhaps be considered some- 
what more central than Lot 67 so fer as present Indian residences 
are concerned. As the owner is contemplating enfranchisement 
he might be prepared to consider ar ewhange of this percel for 
Lot 67 and its improvements, in which case I would consider it 
as a first choice as it too has no traffic lsnes ad joining. 
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Ce of Building As there is likely to be a housing 
ortage for some years in this locslity I would recommend 
that any school include Suitable teacher accommodation and 
be well insulated as fuel is expensive. 


beyond The present school Populetion of 76 is somewhat 

Re the ordinery capacity of two class rooms and if a 
third is included we should be cree Bag commode te the nearby 
Hagwilget children from the Reserve Give miles distant, num- 
bering about twenty, (with thirty pre-school aze) providing 
transportation b, a school bus service, which could perhaps 
be economically amalgamated with that for the provosed new 
Waites cons -lidated school for Hazelton. The present Hscwilget 
school is the worst in the Province and this consolidation 
would meke its re Scement unnecessary. 


Hagwilset beins Roman cathease and Hazelton mostly 
Anelican and Selvetionists with some Roman Catholies and 
United Church edherents I would reco mend thet any new school 
be strictly undenominationeal with prov.sion for the employment 
of one vatholic te: cher on the staff, who could handle the 
short morning relizious exéercises of the Cetholiec children. 


If it is considered th-t the consolidated school 
is preferable to small units I would Succest that in addition 
to the inclusion of He -wilcet's twenty or so childre that the 
&pproximately twenty-five at Glen Vowell, (S.A.) #iew@¥miles 
distant, be considered in the scheme as we will have to replece 
their school in the very early future. This brings us within 
two miles of Kispiox (U.C.) which has & two roomed school of 
the "home-made" variety, apparently built on United Chureh 
Mission property with no quarters except a gloomy manse, one 
of the teachers being expected b, the Church to run a full 
time ..ission, as is the case at Glen Vowell. 


Such en arrengement would give four rooms including 
Glen Vowell and almost a fully graded school of five or six 
rooms if Kispiox were taken in. Construction costs should not 
be higher as the only one or the eéroup that could carry on 
for a short while without replacement would be sispiox. Such 
consolidstion should Permit economy of class room steff as it 
should be possible to group them in larger numbers than is 
possible by the present system. 


Three class rooms would make oossible a school 
Similar to St. Catherines at Dunean, with a much better 
&veraze attendance than experienced there. It would also 
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ip, perheps, to take the edge off the clamour of these 
Northern Protestants for a residentisl school. Three or 
more class rooms would unquestionably make possible a stan- 
dard of education much in advance of a two room division as 
well as opening the way for something worthwhile in manual 
and domestic arts. 


Tinter roed conditions should present no diffi- 
culty as the usual snowfall is probably about the seme as 
at Salmon Arm and ploughed out after every fall. 


A factor that might be considered here is making 
it possible for the new school to be the center for young people's 
activities after school hours, using the facilities for manuel 
treining, domestic science end adult educsetion, present recrea- 
tional fecilities being non-existent, the young people spena.ng 
their eveninvs in the Chinese restraurants of Hazelton with 
the expected sequel, thisbeins @ subject in which I have 
repeatedly endesvoured to i terest the local missioneries, 
without result. 


I would strongly recommend that no definite 
decision be arrived at until the Inspector of Schools has 
had an opportunity of visiting the area end making his report 
and recommendstions. I attach a sketch showing locstion of 
the schools mentioned.

further to my letter of rebruary 27th, and in 
particular to the proposed construction of a new Indian 
Day School in Hazelton Indian Reserve, School Inspector 
Davey, during his recent visit to the Babine Agency, 
conducted a school survey and inspected the alternative 
sites available. His memorandum dated June 30th is 
enclosed herewith, from which it will be noted that con- 
solidation of the boule Indian Day School and 
the Hazelton Soheod. 18 aut te Pasa T eee Beer ee 
HOt be deaivable to veneoliaate either the Glen Vowell 
or Kispiox Schools with Hazelton. The School Inspector's 
Survey indicates that a 3 room school will be necessary, 
and although it is realized that the combined enrolment 
of the Rocher Deboule and Hazelton Schools last year 
would not warrant a 3-room school, it is believed that a 
number of the Hazelton Reserve Indians may have moved 
elsewhere temporarily because of the lack of adequate 
school facilities at their home Reserve for some time. 
It is anticipated that, with the provision of an up to 
date school establishment, a number of these will return 
to their Reserve. 


With reference to the question of a suitable site 


for the building, Inspector Davey favors the site at present 
owned by Mr. Arthur Mowatt referred to in Inspector Coleman's 


Indian Affairs. (RG 10, Volume 6393, File 814-5, part 2)

During my recent visit to uazelton I investizated 
the possibility of consolidation of several of tie schools in 
this district. 


Consolidstion 


Due to the very poor rosd conditions during the 
eres oert of the school year I consider that the only school 
1ich msy be combined w.th Hazelton is thet of Hacwilget. this 
hool is @ distance oi about three miles frou Hezelton and 
main road. Tunis road is well maintained and 


loughed throuchout the winter. 


The schools at sispiox and ulen Vowell were also 
considered but the roads to these two are sich thet 1 do not 
consider that the transporting of the pupils from these two 
points to Hazelton woula be successful. [the distence from Hazelton 
to Kispiox by road is anproximetely 10 miles. Glen Vowell is 
about helf way between the two ana about 1 mile off the road 
joining them. ‘The side roed wes in very poor condition when I 
visited the Glen Vowell school at the ena of May and the possibili- 
ty of rezguler transportation on eitier the ‘ispiox or Glen Vowell 
roeds seems unlikely. 


School Populs tion 


I have attached a tabuistea sumusry of the survey 
conducted by Mr. Indisn ent Boys which shows that the school 
population of Hazelton will reech 99 by the school term for 
1949-50, but will remein feirly constant for the three succeeding 
years. In this Province the Provincirl Department of sducetion 
orovides three tescuers for a school with an enrolment between 
70 and lllend using tiis @s & stendsrd, a three room school at 
Hazelton would provide for both nazeiton and the nearby Hegwilget 
school. 


It is to be noted that altnouch the school populs tion 


for tie 1946-47 term for Hazelton is shown 4s 76 only 55 were 
enrolied. At Hagwilzet the scnool populstion is smewr=ee £0, but 
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the actusl school enrolment for the same period was only 10. 
This is apperently due to a number of familie: living off the 
reserves. As te same condition will orobably exist in the 
sOming year it should be possible for the two teachers at 
Hezelton to hendle the school « olme! ‘or the 1947-48 term. 
This would lesve the uacwilvet h aveileble for employment 
elsewhere. In acidition t is in very poor 
condition and this arran 7 na x its replacement 
unnecessary. v Y or rt 8 y school is 
bu y ia solidation of 
carried out for the coming term.

I will make our hardware purchasesm at the local stores and forward a Voucher for 
them. ‘The schools at Glen Vowell, Kitwanga and Kitwancool are urgently in need 
of a new stove and complete new stove pipes throughout. I recommend a horizontal 
stove which will take a twenty-four inch stick of wood of either the " Camp Come 
fort" or circulatory type and I have invited quotations from several local sources 
of supply. However, I have received no guarantee as to possible delivery dates 
andx of the stoves and unless I receive them in the near future I shall ask your 
assistance in making the purchases én Vancouver for it is abeolutely essential 
from the point of view of comfort and safty that these new stoves are supplied 
to the three schools above noted.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of March 
6th regarding proposed school construction on the Hazelton 
Indian Reserve, I am enclosing a memorandum dated March 
23rd from District School Inspector Davey having particular 
reference to the size of the school. 


A review of the available pupilage and anticipated 
pupilage in the next few years indicates without doubt 
that a two room school will not be large enough but that 
the possibility of our requiring a fourth classroom is very 
remote. It is apparent, therefore, that what we require 
is a three-room school but in view of the fact that the 
Department has no three room school plans available and 
that it might take some months to secure such a plan, I 
concur in the ®chool Inspector's suggestion that it would 
be better to construct a school somewhat too large rather 
than to be confronted with overcrowded conditions immediately 
upon completion of construction. Under the circumstances 
it would appear that we should plan on the construction of 
a four room school at the earliest possible date. I am 
writing to Mr. Indian “gent Boys regarding the question of 
access to the proposed school site and the valuation placed

I refer to Mr. Neary's letter of March 6th concerning 
the above mentioned school in which he makes reference to proposals 
for bringing tue children from Moricetown to Hazelton to the 
proposed consolidated school. The suggestion of consolidating the 
Moricetown School with Hazelton aid not emanate from this office. 
Moricetown is situated approximately 50 miles from Hazelton and 
is on the main road between Prince George and Prince Rupert. 
Although this is a principal highway and is kept clear througuout 
toe year it is seldom in first class condition. Aside from this 
the distance between the two echools is too great to make any 
such consoliéation feasible and I strongly recommend that no 
attempt be made to do this. The Hagwilget school is the only 
one which I consider practical to combine with that of Hazelton. 
This school is in very poor condition and its immediate replacement 
would be required if it were not practical to transport the pupils 
to Hazelton. This proposal has been thoroughly covered in my 
previous memo of June 30, 1947. The Moricetown school is in poor 
condition also and should be replaced with a two room building as 
soon as possible. 


Size of School 


The ideal size for the Hazelton school is three rooms and 
{t aid not appear from my survey that there would likely be any 
rapid increase in the school population after 193s. It will be 
noted from ‘r. Neary's letter that he suggests that we undertake 
the constructi.n of either a two or four room school, and in spite 
of the above note concerning tie possible increase 1 suggest it 
would be better to construct a4 school somewhat too large rather 
than have overcrowded conditions immediately upon completion of 
the construction. Although I do not consider it feasible to 
pring pupils in from Glen Vowell at present due to the road con- 
ditions it is possible that the roads may be improved within the 
next few years to an extent which will permit the consolidation

larger than required because of the considerable need for con- 
struction throughout 8.C. ana I do not wish to delay any part 
of this work by reason of an unnecessary expenditure at one 
point. However if the increased size of the Hazelton school 
will not effect other projects I am prepared to recommend the 
construction of a four room school. The plan of the St. Catherine's 
school would be most suitable because of the arrangement which

We have recently received a letter from Bishop 
Jordan with regard to the proposals advanced for bringing the 
children from Moricetown into Hazelton to the proposed consolidated 
school. In his letter he states as follows: 


"Franily, I was hoping that some other solution than that 
of sending them to a nonsdenominational school would be found by 
your Department. It misht not be appropriate for me to so into the 
most serious reason for dislikin; such a solution, namely, the lack 
of Catholic environment, but it seems to me that, if an effort in 
this direction has not already been made, you might instruct your 
Agent at Hazelton to have the children sent for the rest of this 
year to Lejae School. If there were some way of taking care of them 
in Moricetown, they could be sent there as an alternative, to the 
day school. But I realize that it would be difficult * at present 
to carry out such a plan".

Therefore, it would seem that a decision will now 
have to be reached as to whether a ? or 4 room school would be 
required at Hazelton. We have plans on hand for both of these types, 
of schools but do not have a 3 room school plan available. It will 
take some months to make such a plan and before proceeding with this 
step, I would appreciate hearing from you as to the exact size of 
school which will be required. 
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It 4s noted that Mr. Arthur Mowatt of the 
Hazelton Band has asked {400,00 an acre for a two acre proposed site. 
In view of the fact tiiat this land will be used for a school site 
and for Indian idueation, it is felt that this price is decidedly hig). 


Elsewhere Indians have allowed the Branch a 
reduced rate wien they realized that tie proper‘y was going to 
become a school site to provide better education for all the Indians 
on the Keservee ine Departuent eels tiat when we are providing 
everything for the education of these Indians, the least that can be 
expected of them is to provide property for a scinool site at a 
reduced rate. As you are only too well aware white property owners 
have done this when Provincial Sehools are being built. Would you 
please, therefore, have Mr. Indian Agent boys approach Mr. Mowatt 
with regard to the obtaining of a reduced rate for this land. 


I would also refer you to Inspector Davey's 
report of January 30, 1949 and attached map as prepared by Inspector 
Coleman. It would be arpreciated if we could be advised as to wheter 
there is access from the road, west of the  rtihur Mowatt site into 
the proposed school. It is felt that the children from the bottom 
of the bench should be provided with access to the new school without

Construction at Hazelton was the subject of 
correspondence with you, reference uy letter of March 24th, 
at which time I recommended construction of & four-classroom 
school for the reason that it would be better to construct 
a school somewhat too large than to be confronted with over- 
crowded conditions immediately upon completion of construction. 


je will, in addition to the four classrooms 
at this point, require accommodation for teachers as it is 
doubtful if we can count on securing acco: modation for them 
in the adjoining town of Hazelton. I do not feel, however, 
that the Department should proceed immediately to construct 
teacherages for three or four teachers, one or more of whom 
might be married. I feel it would be preferable this year 
to construct a five-room residence for the Principal and in 
the event that the Principal is unmarried the other teachers 
might be accaumodated in the same building. Prefabricated 
structures have a five-room home, plans of which are attached 
hereto, which would be most suitable. 


I would recommend that the bepartment call for 
tenders covering the construction of a four-room school with 
manual training room and domestic science room in the basement 


and that authority be secured for the purchase and erection 
of a five-room prefabricated house to accommodate the teachers.

Reference your 1-11-3 of April 9, 1948, 
0~11-3 " 15, 1948. 


You will recall the letter forwarded to you 
recently with regard to co-operation with provincial Departments 
of Education insofar as it concerned the future educational plans 
for Indian children. 


A study of Inspector Davey's reports and the 
late Inspector Coleman’s survey (yebruary 25, 1947) indicates 
clearly that Hazelton is one of the places et which we could co- 
operate with local educational authorities. It would seem obvious 
that, if arrangements can be made for these Indian children to 
attend the new white school, this arrangement would certainly be 
better than constructing our own Indian school just across the 
road from their new school. It would be appreciated, therefore, 
if you could discuss this matter with Inspector Davey and have 
him visit educational officials in Victoria to ascertain if they 
are interested in such e proposal. ‘The Parliamentary Committee 
feels that we should be generous in making these agreemente and 
there is a possibility that we might even be able to get autiority 
for a pertial payment of capital cost. This latter point is a 
difficult thing to discuss with provincial authorities as we are 
not sure whether we have the necessary constitutional authority 
under the old Indian Act. However, Inspector Davey could discuss 
with provincial educational officials: 


(a) their reaction to the operation of such a school, 


(bd) their ideas as to how the school could best be financed, 


eeeocee It 
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It must be emphasized that we would not wish 
to have any control over the administration of the school, 
the hiring of the teachers, etc. We would be quite prepared 
to leave this in the hands of the local authorities and would 
pay them on a pro rata basis for the education of the Indian 
children of Hazelton.

Deer Mr. Alger: 


With reference to your letter of June 30th to Mr. J.V. 
Boys, regarding the proposed combined white and Indian school 
at Hazelton, we have been awaiting word from our Department 
in Ottawa with regard to payment of our shere of the cost of 
plans and specifications, should the proposal not materialize 
and I have today again written esking that they expedite such 
assurance. 


With regard to our contributing towards the capital cost 
of the building, 4 memorandum was submitted by the Director 
of Indian Affairs to the Minister of our Department, on 
November 16th, 1948, outlining the proposal and suggesting as 
the basis of a contract the provision of funds by the Indian 
Affairs Branch in proportion to the number of Indian children 
in attendance. This proposal was approved by the Minister 
and you may rest assured that as soon @s you are in a position 
to proceed with the construction, this Department's share of 
the cost will be made available. 


With regard to the actual amount which we will be 
required to contribute, we have been requested to ascertain 
if it would be possible at this time to definitely settle on 
a firm amount. Our reason for endeavouring to establish a 
firm figure is that we must secure an Order in Council 
authorizing payment of the amount and you will appreciate 
thet an Order in Council naming a specific amount is much 
more satisfactory than one which states "nine-sixteenths of 
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an estimated amount of $95,000.00" or mme similar wording. 

In other words, can you now or later definitely fix an amount 
whioh will be acceptable to you as our contribution on a nine- 
sixteenths basis? 


For your information I might mention that we are presently 
in communication with the Provincial Department of Public Works 
with regard to registration of our sub-division plan of the 
Hazelton Reserve which is a necessary preliminary to disposition 
of the school site, and we are hopeful thet the Province will 
waive their requirements with regard to the development of 
roads within the sub-division prior to registration, as the 
development of the roads in this case is the principle reason 
for the delay at this time.

Reference is made to your note drawing to our 
attention Commissioner Arneil's letter of April 28th 
with reference to the new school planned for Hazelton, 
Be Ce 


quite frankly, the Hazelton subdivision question 
has developed into a headache as far as this Service is 
concerned, for we have encountered one problem after 
another, the latest being that under Provincial regulate 
ions we must construct and gravel every street, lane and 
road in the subdivision before we can register our plan 
and proceed with the sale of the subdivision lots. As 
we had provided generously in our plas for streets and 
lanes and even exterior streets to allow for further 
expansion of the subdivision, the cost of building all 
these streets would be considerable, and we have no 
funds which could be used for this purpose nor have we 
any hope that the individual Indians who will benefit 
from the sale cf the subdivision of their holdings would 
be prepared to pay the cost of opening the strects. 


The School Board originally applied for a piece 
of ground which was surveyed as Block 10 in the proposed 
Subdivision, but have since changed their mind and now 
wish to double the size of their property by acquiring 
Block 1l as well. As a street separated these Blocks, 
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and as the School Board wish to combine the said Blocks, 

4t is necessary to eliminate the street from our plan, 

and while this may seem a minor point, actually it may 
involve sending the surveyor back to Nazelton to do ree 
survey work, for under the Provincial Survey Regulations, 
it is extremely doubtful that we would be permitted to 
delete the road from the plan without performing additional 
survey work, This difficulty is presently being taken up 
by the Surveyor General with Mr. Nash who performed 

the survey on our behalf. 


As to the general problem of opening streets, 
we sont a lengthy letter to Superintendent Boys on May 
5th, copy of which was forwarded to Mr. Arneil, outlining 
the general difficulties and suggesting two possible ways 
out of our trouble. The first was to approach the Town 
of Hazelton and ascertain whether the Town authorities would 
be prepared to undertake the opening and gravelling of the 
necessary streets. that their answer will be we cannot 
tell, but our request is not unreasonable in that the 
entire subdivision scheme came into being through the 
desire of the Town to secure additional land for expane 
sion. If the Town authorities are not prepared to open 
the streets attheir expense, then we will have no alter- 
native but to cut down our subdivision to a small portion 
of the area subdivided by ‘re Nash. The cut jown area 
will include the school site and probably one row of 
lots lying between the proposed school site and the 
Town boundary, but if this solution is the one decided 
on, there will again be some delay in that Mr. Nash will 
have to prepare a complete new plan for registration 
purposes. 


It is regretted that the School Board is being 
held up in this matter, but for the foregoing reasons 
we certainly cannot proceed with any sale to the Board 
at this time nor can we advise when we will be in a pos- 
ition to do so. It can be taken for granted that we are as 
anxious as the Board to conclude the sale, and will do our 
utmost to iron out our difficulties aft the esrliest possible 
date.

It is 
proposed to build a six-room school, the cost of which is estimated 
at ¥90,000.00~ 


A necessary preliminary to erection of the building will be 
the acquisition of the site which is within the area of Hazelton 
Indian Reserve Noel, surrendered by the Band some time ago. This 
Office is not informed with regard to the progress made in the 
matter of acquisition of the School site but I understand that 
the question of disposition of the surrendered area has been 
delayed pending a valuation of the property. 


It would be appreciated if you would discuss this matter with 
the Reserves and irusts Division and have them advise me how the 
matter stends.

These alterations are contained in additional clauses numbered 
4,9 and 10 and in the re-wording of the cessation clause 
now numbered 8 which has been retained on the insistence of 
the Provincial authorities. The new clause 4 is primarily 
designed to guard against the segregation of Indian children. 
‘the lengthening of the period of termination notice was con- 
sidered necessary and amended in clause 8 vlause 9 was 
inserted to protect the financial contribution of each party. 
Clause 10 has been inserted to guard against either party 
lightly terminating the agreement. For example, it would be 
undesirable to have the Board terminate the agreement because 
it wished to use the accommodation fur a sudden influx of 
white pupils, rather than construct additional accommodation. 


Also enclosed is a copy of Mr. “erguson's letter to 
the Leputy Minister of Education. This letter was written 
following the first conference with Mr, “erguson. Subsequent 
to this meeting Inspector Ferguson again called at this office 
at which time clause 10 was added. 


The agreement is being presented to School District 
No. 53 (Terrace) and the Provincial Vepartment of Education 
so that they may consider the intent of the alterations 
before having the agreement written in legal form, It would 
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be helpful if the Department would express its views on the 

alterations so that the School Soard may have assurance that 
the intent of the agreement is acceptable before passing it 

to a lawyer for final wording.

Deer Sir; 


I have the honour to forward herewith my report 
on the Hazelton Indian Day School, Babine Agency, which I 
inspected on May 25th 1923. 


The report will speak for itself, and I certeinly 
very much regret that the children at this school should have 
been deprived of a year's work through the complete lack of 
te os ability on the part of the missionary teacher in 
Hazelton. 


The Rev. Mr Bannister has resigned, and is leaving the 
country. He did his best et Hazelton; but he was so poorly 
qualified that his life in the school appears to have been one 
of considerable te peg end worry during the year. 

His wife's illness did not help matters. 


May I draw your attention to the correspondence 
with regard to Mr. Bannister's appointgent, and to the fact 
that the Department approved of his appointment in face of 
my senegregnee protest. The appointment of untrained teachers 
in our Indian Schools can lead to nothing but disappointment on 
the part of the teacher, end complete failure on the part of the 
Indian children, for whose education we are responsible,

This teacher has made a very great change 
for the better in the school. His work is so far quite 
a success. Mr. Shearman has teken the trouble to apply 
suggestions made during the last two inspections at his 
old school, Kitkatlsa, and is now finding that he can 
achieve success by such means. 

While this teacher is not in possession of 
any Canadian certificate, he did receive treining in 
Fnglend, end has teught for some thirty-nine years. 
He was appointed to his present position in September 1934, 
having previously taught at the Kitkatle Indian Day School 
for six years. 

Since my first inspection of Vr. Sherman's 
work in October 1931 et Kitkatle, he has much modified 
his old fashioned methods of teaching, discipli ne, Etc. 
He is using gette satisfactory methods et present, his 
teaching of Reading and Arithmetic being particularly good. 


Remarks relative to_the. 
Reading: Grade 1C know about 12 Sight Words. Their work 
for the first few deys of the school-year is 
very good. Grade 1A have finished Two Little Indians, end 
have started Highroads Book 1. Grade 2 has finished the 
Highrosds Reader Book 2. They speek out feirly well and 
cen read well. They are resdy for Grade 3, The present 
Grade 3 are half way through Highroads Book 2. Grade 5 
and Grade 6 are working in Highroads Books 5 and 6 From 
Crade 3 up the reading in this school is "Very Good", 
Reading Exereise Work Books are bedly needed for Grades 2 
4, 5, end 6. These will be esked for by the teacher. 
Arithmetic: Grede 1C are doing good work in the reading 
and writing of the numbers to 9, end the 
recognition of Groups to 9.

I have the honour to forward herewith 
my report on the Hazelton Indian Day School, Babine 
Agency, which I inspected on September 17th last. 


Mr. Indian Agent Mortimer was with me 
for a large part of the inspection. 


It 4s a pleasure to inspect schools 
which are as well conducted as this. The Rev. 3.Shearman 
has done very good work here, and his control of the 
children is very good indeed. Corporal punishment 
has been very greatly reduced during the past year. 
The children are bright and answer well. They speak 
up and are alert, which is not the case when there has 
been much punishment. These facts are brought out 
here in view of my past reports on the work of Mr.Shearman. 


I understand that Mr. Shearman is seeking 
the nomination of the Right Rev, Bishop Rix to the 
position of teacher at Kitwanga, which will become 
vacant due to the resignation of Rev. H. Flores, I 
may say that I have no objection to such an appointment 
as that of the Rev B. Shearman to Kitwanga. I would 
however ask the Department in the event of such transfer 
of the present teacher from Hazelton to Kitwanga to 
insist that only a trained man with some Canadian 
teaching certificate be appointed at Hazelton. This 
Hazelton school has been worked up during the past 
couple of years and is now in quite a good condition, 
and it would be a very great pity to let it return to 
the dreadful condition existing previous to the appointment 
of the Rev. Bert Shearman here. 


There are many things reported with regard 
to Mr. Shearman, such as excessive drinking, many debts, 
Ete., of which fhe Department may or may not be aware, 
These have not been touched upom by me as I have no 
evidence of any of them in my possession, I have never 
seen him the worse for drink myself, and he certainly 
conducts his school well. While it is quite likely 
that such reports are quite true, I should not like to 
see this teacher removed from the staff of the Indian 
Day Schools at the present time. A move to Kitwanga might 
be very satisfactory from many points of view.

The work of this teacher has been very 
successful here. I could not say that he is very 
modern in many of his methods as he has spent a life 
time in education along lines which are now considered 
rather old fashioned. No change could be made at his 
age, but Mr. Shearman has modified his methods a little 
to fall into line with my suggestions. 

This teacher is not in possession of any 
Canadian teaching qualifications other than his forty 
years experience. He was a pupil teacher in England. 
His appointment to his present position in September 1934 
followed a teaching experience of some six years at 
Kitkatla Indian Day School, 

He is quite a good teacher of the "Tool" 
subjects, Arithmetic, Reading, Writing, Spelling, Etc. 


re e to the ex ation of pupils: 


Reading: This is mainly taught in Grade 1C by an old 
fashioned spelling method, though pictures 
are also used. Oral composition and language is taught 
at the same time. The children know a few words. 
Grade 1B nave finished Two Little Indians and Friends, 
the latter from the Blackboard as the teacher appears 
to only have one copy. I do not think that these Grade 1B 
children are ready for Highroads Book 1, and have asked 
the teacher to requisition sufficient copies of Friends 
for the Grade 1B pupils to read previous to promotion to 
Grade 1A and the Highroads Series. Grade 2 have finished 
Highroads Book 2, They are a most uneven class, only a 
few being ready for Grade 3, Their reading on the whole 
is not good, Grade 3 were all absent. They are said to 
have finished Highroads Book 3. Three children were 
present from Grade 4 and read Highroads Reader Book 4 
fairly well, The three children present from Grade 5 
read Highroads Reader Book 5 quite well. Grade 6 are 
said to have finished Highroads Book 6, but all were absent, 
The general standard of the Reading was certainly not 
as good as that achieved last year. 
The teacher plays a portable organ, The 
children sing National Songs, Hymns, Etc. 
This work has been impoved since the last inspection. 
Language: The Work Books in English Usage and Composition 
are used as are the Work Books in Nature and 
Language.

Remarks relative to methods employed by teacher: 


Mr. Noel Stewart was trained in the 
Edmonton Normal School 1929-30 and holds a Permanent First 
Class Certificate in Alberta. He attended the Summer School 
in Edmonton in 1933 1934 and 1935, and obtained the special 
Intermediate Grade Certificate. ing the years 1926-29 
he attended the Ohio State University and obtained his 
B.Com, Sc. degree. Mr. Stewart is a member of the Anglican 
Church and taught Grades 6 to 12 in the St. Paul's Indian 
Residential School at Cardston for the past five years. 


This teacher was appointed on the 
nomination of the Anglican Church Authorities in January 
1937. He had no previous experience in B.C. and till the 
date of my inspection was doing his best to learn our 
special programme of studies and to adapt himself to the 
vastly different conditions. He made a number of mistakes 
which I have pointed out to him. He has been instructed 
very clearly as to. how to proceed in the teaching of the 
B.C, Course as far as we follow-it here. His almost constant 
use of corporal punishment must cease, ad he has been so 
informed, He has driven children away from school by his 
daily use of the strap, ad then tried to get the R.C.M.P. 
to bring the children ‘back to school. I have dealt with 
this whole situation, and would only suggest that the Indian 
Affairs Branch write to Mb. Stewart and inform him that he 
will be expected to follow as well as he can the professional 
instructions of the Indian School Inspector while in B.C. 


I have explained to him how he is 
to keep the School Register, and I have instructed him to 
requisition certain Work Books of which he has none. 
sil This teacher is a very active young 
man, He has very little idea of actual teaching technique. 
He tells me that although he has had five years experience 
and regular inspection, he has never been told what to do 
and where he is failing. He seemed to be very glad to have 
my advice and critical evaluation of his work, and he promised 
me that he would change his somewhat harsh methods at once. 
He was advised to attend the Provincial Summer School in 
Victoria this year and to qualify in Primary Work of which 
he is rather ignorant at present, He may turn out a good 
teacher LATER.

I am forwarding herewith my report on the 
Hazelton Indian Day School, Anglican Church, Babine Agency, 
which I inspected on September <2nd. 


You will remember that this school was given 
an unsatisfactory report last October and that there was 
considerable correspondence with regard to the teacher, 

Mr. Burling, as a result. 


While I am certain that the Department will be 
glad to learn that there has been some slight improvement in 
the teaching at Hazelton, and a considerable improvement in 
the cleanliness of the schoolroom, the fact remains that the 
teacher is not well adapted for the work of an Indian school. 


There are Salvation Army pu ils as well as 
Roman Catholics at this school, ani the numbers are rather too 
great for one man. I have recommended a new two or three room 
Indian day school on the local Indian Reserve, in place of this 
old rented hall located on Anglican property. 


Mr. Burling is of course the Anglican Missionary 
at Hazelton. Some of the local people and of course the Right 
Rev G.A.Rix, Bishop of the Diocese, are anxious to have him retained 
as teacher. Though I do not look for any great success while 
Mr Burling is in charge of the school, I do consider that it might 
be well to allow him to continue as teacher till a new school is 
erected at Hazelton, when a properly qualified British Columbia 
teacher should be appointed. 


Owing to the fact that there are Salvation Army 
and Roman Catholic children here in adiition to the Anglican I 
consider it my duty to suggest that the appointment of any teachers 
of a new Indian day school at Hazelton should be selected by the 
Departmental officials and not by the Anglican Bishop. 


My present report on this school read in continuation 
of my report of October 15th 1938 will I believe give a fairly 
good general review of the situation. My own letters to you dated 
February 20th 1939 relative to a report from the Indian Agent 
of February 21st 1939 relative to Department letter 151-9-1 of 
February 16th 1939,and of March 1st 1939 relative to Departmental 
letter 151-9-1 of february 18th, draw attention to various phases 
of the work in H azelton. As suggested above the present would not 
appear to be a particularly good time to make a change of teachers 
at H azelton. Well qualified male teachers are very difficult to 
find owing to war conditions ad shortage in B.C.

I_am forwarding herewith my report on 
Hazelton Indian Day School, Babine Agency, which I 
inspected on October 13th. 


I have informed Mr. Indian Agent Mortimer 
that I am not satisfied with the condition of the school. 


With regard to the janitor service the 
Indian Agent informed me that he would see that this was 
properly done. He appeared to me anxious to retain the 
services of the present janitor possibly on compassionate 
rounds. I know nothing more of Mrs Allen than is stated 


As [Aa will see from my report I do not 
consider that Mr. an is a success here. He does not 
have the respect of the Indian parents who consider, the 
Indian Agent states,that their children are just wasting 
their time in school, They give this as a reason for not 
sending the children regularly. 


As Mr. Burling only holds a temporary 
appointment and does not have a B.C. Teacher's Certificate, 

I see no reason why I should recommend that he be retained 
here, 

We require a well qualified B.C.teacher with 
experience. The practice of appointing the local Missionary 
of the Anglican Church is a poor one, though I have little 
hope that the Department will wish to change this till the 
Two Room Indian Day School which I have recommended is erected. 


I do consider that the Right Reverend Bishop Rix 
should be asked to nominate a properly qualified B.C.trained 
teacher to succeed Mr. Burling at the end of the present 
academic year,if not sooner. 


I am very sorry that I have to report in this 
unsatisfactory way on Mr. Burling's work. In my last report 
on this school,very soon after his appointment,I expressed the 
hope that with an experienced teacher the children would make 
rapid progress. It is however my duty to point out that the 
present condition of the Hazelton Indian Day School is highly 
unsatisfactory. The Indian Agent is, I believe, well aware of 
this, though ee to his illness,he has only been able to visit 
the school once since my last inspection.

nomination of the Anglican Church authorities, The 
Right Reverend bt pam Rix of Prince Rupert, and took up 
his duties in September 1937. The appointment was of 
a temporary nature as we knew nothing of his ability. 


It gyrcere that Mr. Burling was 
for some four years a pupil teacher in England and later 
taught in England for about six years. In the War of 
1914-18 he was in the A.S.C. Trained in the aagine Normal 
School in 1921-22 he holds a Second Class Certificate in 
Saskatchewan, in which Province he taught for some ten years. 
He also states that he taught for one year in Alberta and 
for one year in B.C. on some sort of temporary permits. 

Mrs Burling is also a teacher. 


Mr. Burling is a man with a rather 
negative teaching manner, and appears to lack the power 
to organize his work, Much of the children's time would 
appear to be wasted, at least this is one of the complaints 
made by parents and I can quite understand the reason, 


Mr. Burling is I believe kind to the 
pupils and has done his best for them, but the results have 
not been satisfactory. He states that he is not himself 
Satisfied with the progress of the children; but cRims that 
the failure so clearly marked is due to the constant absence 
of pupils on account of illness. It appears that there have 
been many cases of bad colds and coughs, possibly whooping 
cough. 

In general the teaching and organization 
of classes has been below the standard of the Indian Day 
School of this Province.

was here last I explained 
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“Report on Hazelton Indian Day School: Page 2. 
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It was most difficult to discover what had been 
taught since my last visit. Great care was taken however 
to be fair with the teacher and I found that:- 

Grade 1D Beginners were average in Number Work and knew 
little if anything in Lory - % 

Grade 1C had been in this Sub Grade since September 1937 
for the most part, and were even now very backward in 

Read and in Number Work. 

Grade read very slowly and in a word for word manner 
and count all their Combinations. 

Grade 1A Read fairly well for such a Grade, but still count 
all Combinations and Separations. 

I regraded most of the older children for the 
teacher, but could not possibly promote those in Grades 1B 
and e 

Grade 5 children after a year in the Grade were 
fairly good in Arithmetic and average in Reading. 

I suggested that the following be promoted to Grade 6 ° 
Muldoe Age 14 Howard Wale Age 11 a very bright boy. 
Ella Mowatt Age 13 Louise Wale Age 14 

In Grade 4 I suggested tha promotion of 
W. Wale Age 13 and Bob Simpson bs 13 to Grade 5 

I suggested the promotion of Norma Robinson Age 10 
from Grade 2 where she has been over a year to Grade 3 
and of Richard Lattie Age 9 to Grade 3, but consider that 
Kenneth Lattie Age 11 must remain in Grade 35. 

The promotion of Walter Wilson Age over 10 and 
Clarence Wale Age 10 to Grade 2 was also suggested, 

These children are named here so that the Indian 
Agent may be able to keep a check on their progress, and 
dnorder that I may have a record when I next inspect here. 

HOWARD WALE WOULD BE BETTER OFF AT A RESIDENTIAL 
SCHOOL PARTICULARLY ST. MICHAEL'S ALERT BAY, He is very 
big and might with proper teaching be a success. He 
will not learn much here I am afraid. 

Kathleen Bush Age 9 in Grade 3 and 

William Bush Age 11 in Grade 5 are the children 
of a Dutch father and an Indian mother. The father is dead 
I understand. He had been married to the Indian woman, 

The two children mentioned have been attending the Provincial 
Day School at Hazelton, but are now registered in this school, 
I inquired into this case and am told by the Indian Agent 
that the two children have been accepted into the local Band. 
As Indians there would of course be no difficulty in allowing 
them to transfer from the Provincial School where they are 
not wanted to the Indian Day School. They are being sho wn 
inmy classification lists below. 

Wilfred Wale e 8 Grade 1A and 

Fred Wale Age 7 Grade 1D have been taken out 
of this school as their father and mother have moved to 
Kisgegas, where the father William Wale has been appointed 
teacher of an Indian Day School. The remaining Wale children 
mentioned above are living in Hazelton with relatives. 

Arithmetic ahd Reading in Grades 2 to 5 are about 
average. I asked that the children now promoted be given 
the proper Work Books in Language Reading, Nature etc.,so 
that they could do some worth white seat work while the 
teacher was working with the various sub divisions of Grade 1. 

These Intermediate Grade pupils from Grades 3 to 5 
inelusive are in general quite bright, and with good teaching 
would make rapid srogrese - They responded well to my own 
teaching. I asked that Health be taught for 15 minutes daily 
and suggested the use of a new Health Work Book published by 
J.M.Dent and Sons. 

In conclusion I regret to say that the work done 
since my last visit is below the average of the Indian schools 
in this Province.

Attendance problem: remedies sugested, etc. 


I am not satisfied that all the available 
children attend regularly. 

There are notes in the Register that the 
R.C.M.P. have on a number of occasions been asked to 
visit homes and wee that children attended school. 
In some of these cases there are notes that the children 
were found to be ill. 

It appears to me that the teacher does not 
himself visit the homes of the Indians enough. 

It should be remembered that Mr. Burling is the 
Anglican messenery here and that children attend his 
school who are members of the Salvation Army and others 
who are Roman Catholics 

The question of the establishment of an improved 
Indian Day School at Hazelton requires consideration. 
I do not believe that an Anglican Indian Day School where 
the teacher is Missionary,and not well qualified as a 
teacher from B.C. standards,is a satisfactory solution. 
Had Bishop Rix nominated a very well qualified B.C.teacher 
for this school, the fact that he had also to look after 
the Missionary work for the Anglican Church might have been 
overlooked, but when unsatisfactory teachers are nominated 
as in the present case, I would ask the Department to take 
action. 

Attention is drawn to the letter received from 
the Hazelton Indian Chiefs and people previously forwarded 
to the “epartment and copied on Page 2A of my report on 
this school dated June 1, 19357.

"Leaving the room" and this child near the door was spending 
much of her time readmitting them or opening the door for 
them to go out. I spoke about this constant "Leaving the room" 
which as all teachers know is a sign of very faulty teaching 
and organization.

General Remarks:

i) I found the schoolroom in a untidy and dusty 
| state. The janitor work has been very poorly attended 
| to for some time. Blackboard ledges were deep in chalk 
| dust, and window ledges dirty also. 


I am imformed by the teacher that a Mrs Allen 
4s the janitor, but that as this woman is a partial - 
invalid, and that her daughters do the necessary work. 


It is bay | difficult to understand why a "white? 

woman, and a partia dnvalid at that, should be employed 
to do’ the janitor work in an Indian Pay School. I understand 
that this same woman is the nominal janitor of the Provincial 
School also. I would recommend that regardless of any 
compassionate reasons this arrangement be put an end to at 
once and a proper janitor appointed, an Indian woman for 
preference, and the teacher held responsible that the work 
is properly done before such a janitor is paid.

en I am not satisfied with the progress being made 
~ by the children here, Many are dirty and poorly dressed. 


The Indian Agent has been very 111 and not able 
to exercise a constant supervision of this school during 
the past year or I am certain he would not have permitted 
the present state of things to continue. 


I consider that the fault lies with the Anglican 
authority, the Right Rev. Bishop Rix, in nominating Missionary 
teachers without B.C.qualifications, who are in fact quite 
unable to teach the school, whatever they may or may hot be 
able to do as Missionaries. 


As Mr, Frank Burling's appointment was temporary 
in the first place so that we could see how well he got on 
here, I would recommend strongly that the Department arrange 
with Bishop Rix for a reser qualified teachex be placed 
hew as from September 1939 at latest. 


I am aware that the Department may not have the 
funds available to erect a suitable two room Indian Day School 
away from the "White" village and on the Indian Reserve as 
requested by the Indian Chiefs. Such a school will in my 
opinion be the only satisfactory solution of the situation 
here. With children from Anglican, Salvation Army, and C atholic 
homes, the teachers of such a two Division Day School should 


of course not be of necessity licans. In any case the 
practice of having the Anglican ssionary the teacher of 
the Hazelton Indian Day School has proved most unsatisfactory 
except in the case of the Rev. B. Shearman some years ago.

The application of Mr, anu Mra, Becher, together with the testi- 
monialg which you enclosed in your letter, was also received, It 
is noted that their appointment meets with the approval of Rev, 
John Welch, 0.M.1., also Mr. Inspector Cuirms and yourself. While 
Mr. Becher has no vrofessional qualifications, the Department will, 
in view of the r°commendations mentiones, avprove of his temporary 
appointment as teacher, also that of Mra. Becher as fielu matron, 
fron the lst of September, next, their continuance in the work to 
depend upon the success which they achieve.

Police at @owell River, and was informed that 
the Provincial Police would not accept it, I did not 
want to bother with the skin as I have had lots of experience 
in collecting moneys for Indians in this manner and apart 
from the time it takes running from one office to another, 
I am usually out of pooket over the bw iness, 


I did not return to Vancouver until Oct, <6th. and 
left right awav for snother trip, Since then I ‘thhave been 
travelling around 9nd kad not the time or opportunity 
to attend to the skin until recently. 


. 7 
I have already taken the skin to the Government 
Agent here who punched the ear, and I have also presented 
the application for the bounty, I am now awaiting the 
arrival ofthe éheave and as soon-as this arrives, I will 
forward same to him together with the skin. 


Re the last paragraph of your letter re the Prov, 
Police, I may say that Constable Boyt .as with me at the 
Prov. Game Office vesterday when I went to make enquiries 
about the bounty. He did not mentiom anything about those 
mysterious “steps” which are to be taken against me, Tt 
may add that I saw Francis Louie at Squirrel Cove the week 
before Shristmas, and told him the difficulty T had in 
obtaining the bounty. TPrancis Louie seid it was all right 
no hurry.

On May 26th, 1928, I received 
the following iniormation re Arthur hedley Yarland, the 
Indian “ay Jchool teacher at Church house, B. C. in this 
Agency, and, as Garland is an employee of this Department, 
I think tnis information should be placed in your possession. 


My informant told me that he knew Garland intimately, 
having lived next door to him in winnipeg for a considerable 
period, and informed me that "Captain" Garland formerly held 
a responsible position at the anitoba Provincial Income Tax 
Office, but lost this position on account of dabbling in 
politics. 


At one time Garland and Mayor (or Major Webb) were 
partners in the Garrick Hotel, Garry Street, Winnipeg, where 
considerable bootlegging took place. 


I was also informed that Garland went in for smuggling 
liquor into the United States, using airplanes for transport- 
ing the liquor across the border. Garland usually made the 
trip on the plane to collect for the shipment of liquor. 


My informant told me that Carland “got in bad" with 
the Winnipeg Folice and had to get out of town and that is 
the reason he came to the coast. He also informed me that 
Garland was a magistrate in Winnipeg and in this capacity tried 
other bootleggers who usually were given the limit 30 as to 
atop opposition. 


Garland at one time lived at Sadler Avenue W. St. 
Vital, and the parents of wy informant lived at 128 Ber:ydale 
Avenue, St. Vital, Winnipeg. 


I was also informed that Garland was born at Bray, 
Ireland, and was educated at Trinity College, Dublin. He 
lived in England for several years. Garland told my informant 
that the reason he left the Old Country and came to Canada 
was because he got mixed up in a "serape" in which someone 
had been killed. 


iy informant readily identified Garland in the attached 
photograph and mentioned the names of the children. My informant's 
name is Leslie Preece, son of Samuel Preece, Winnipeg, and, as 
the above information was given to me confidentially, I would 
not care to have hia name brought into this matter.

MR. DITCHBURN: This investigation is opened to hear lir. Garland's 
complaint with regard to a letter written to him by 
Mr. Indian Agent Perry dated the 22nd. December 1927. 
In order to put these matters in the records properly 
I shall read the Indien Agent's letter dated 22nd. ‘ 
December 1927 and Mr. Garland's letter of complaint 
with regard to same dated the 14th. day of Jamuary, 
1928. As there are no Counsel present as there would ; 
be in the case of a regular Court I shall read these | 
Sel documents over. I will now read Mr. Perry's | 

etter: 


"Dear Mr. Garland: 


I be 
letters, three in number, dated December Sth. 
and 12th., with regard to the police 
recently took place at Chureoh House. 
of the 8th. inst. I would inform you that Mr. 
tt me verbally the details, as anticipated by your 
etter. 


In your letter of the llth. you have 
dnformed me that you have brought to the attention 0: 
the Hon. Attorney General the matter of certain Indies 
perjuring themselves in this connection I feel 
this is not a matter 
was prosecuted by the 
Stipendiary Magistrate. 
that you leave the matter in my hands 
being in a position to interfere in this matter, 
more partioularly since it is understood that you 
been in communication with the Indian Commissioner 
Victoria in connection with the case. No doubt 
a will give the matter his most careful oc 
eration. 


With regard to your statement th 
Moses Wilson offered you $100.00 if you would try 
case in Chureh House instead of sending it to Pow 
River, I am informed that this Indian told the Do; 
Constable that he had asked ze what the fine wou 
likely be, as he had only $100.00 in his possessic 
This also, however, is not a matter for my interf 
If a bribe was offered or if the Indians perjured 
selves at the time, you had all the machinery avai 
for settling it there and then. Under the ciroums 
it is my opinion that these Indians will have le 
their lesson by now as a result of the fines impos 
upon them ani do not think any good purpose wou. 
served now by further prosecuting the Indians on { 
grounds named. Should the Attorney General or 
Dit@hburn think otherwise, they will act no doubt 
their convictions in the matter. 


It has been reported to me that 


allowed Indians to sign informations and inour,¢ 
ture in connection with these prosecutions but 
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arrival of the Provincial police the latter were allowed \ 
to inform and no provision was made whereby the informing 
Indians might receive their moities or launch expenses ' 
inourred by them. I would be interested to have the facts 
of the case. No doubt you will be applying to the 

Attorney General with a view to an adjustment of any 
legitimate expenses incurred, although the Indian Act 
gives the presiding magistrate the right to charge the 
costs of the prosecution against the convieted party. 
Since it is understood that the matter is in the hands 

of the Indian Commissioner I do not wish to interfere 

in this phase of the matter but simply wish te advise 

you of the information which has reached me. I must 

also advise you that I aid not receive a telegram from

4s anticipated in your letter of December 
llth., complaints of a very serious nature have been 
received both by myself and Mr. Inspector Cairns, and we 
have been discussing them pro and con.

MR. GARLAND: Quite dorrect, sir. 


MR. DITCHBURN: This is the reply of Mr. Garland dated January 14th. 
and reads as foilows: 


"Dear Mr. Perry: 


The more I read your letter of the 22nd. 
of December 1927 on matters relating to recent prosecu-* 
tions at Church House, the more am I compelled to refrain 
from replying to it. Your letter is so pregnant with 
inaccuracies and untruths that I shudder at it. Your 
letter is so overflowing(read in conjunction with others 
that have been received from you lately) with bias and 
prejudice, that I am now forced to request you, on my 
behalf, to demand from Ottawa a therough and complete 
investigation into the administration of the Vancouver 
Agenoy, and more especially into the Machiavellian 
activities and deviltries of Constable Bertlett. 


My life has been a little hell, caused by 
this man's calumny. Wallowing as he does, and ( { under- 
stand with your connivance) amongst the filth and garbage 
of idle Indian gossip, suggesting to them the things that 
he wants them to say, and conveys them to you as reports 
made to him, and these are apparently (by your letter) 
accepted by you as truths. Why, even you in your letter

And ay other enemy, Constable Bartlett, who, instead of 
helping R bpp and I, and the Department generally in our work 
does nothing but parade up and down these waters, dissemin- 
ating Calumny about every one in connection with the Depart- 
ment, (in fact, let me say, that after myself, YOU yourself 
are the most maligned member by this very man) sowing seeds 
of discord, humiliating by his contemptible tittle-tattle 
and blather, every member of the agency other than himself. 
This is no iale talk on my part - no exaggeration - I'll 


prove every work I went and am prepared for and beg a 


complete show-down. I'll produce witnesses from Church 
House, Squirrel Cove, Sliammon, Powell River, Sechelt, 
Vancouver, New Westminster, North Vancouver, and Kamloops. 


In conolusion, I earnestly ask and pray for 
a committee of investigation, with power to compell 
witnesses to attend, and evidence to be taken on oath.

I am regretfully forced to address this letter 
to you on account of the Machiavellian activities and 
deviltries exercised by Dominion Constable 7.

Bartlett, 
against me, and ay fan 3 disseminating — reports and 
calumnies in his parading up and down the Coast in these 
waters, so that my existence has been made a perfect hell, 
through the intrigues of this officer.

I earnestly beg of you to give the matter your most 
earnest and serious consideration, as I cannot put up with 
this man's infamous conduct any longer.

MR. DITCHBURN: This is the scope of this investigation, and any evidence 
taken must be taken on oath. 


Oath taken by Mr. Garland. 


I ask you, sir , to give me a patient hearing, to give me 

an impartial hearing, both of which I believe I shall obtain 
from you. It is necessary for me to 60 back again to 
approximately the 8th. Jamary 1927 to tell you just what 
leads up to this investigation. I took over my elite as 
an Indian Day School teacher on the 26th. of April 1926, and 
from that time up to October of the same year Mr. Bartlett 
had visited us on two or three occasions, may be more, ar 
three, I just forget now the number of times he visited us. 
Being a member of the Department we treated 

and courtesy. He used to come to 

welcome and he for us, such as 
to mend an e g00d enough to 
take this me away to repair it. He kept it for a long 
time, for three or four months, and we had to ask him to 
bring it back. He brought it back. 


Whenever Mr. Bartlett came to our quarters and sat 
down for a while he speke in a most detrimental manner of 
everybody in connection with the Department, so much so that 
in talking with my wife afterwards we Gecided not to encourage 
Mr. Bartlett to come to our quarters so often as we did not 
want to get mixed up in the sayings that he was making 
detrimen » and we know as you would know,sir, and as others 
would deduce that he was maligning or tittle tattle other 
people, no doubt we in our turn would get a certain share of 


th 
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this that at that time unknown to us. 
On the 8th. Jamary I wrote to Mr. Bartlett: 


"Francis Louie an Indian of the Squirrel Cove Band has 

come to me in my official capacity as Stipendiary Magistraté 
and has made the following statement. That sometime during 
the early part of October he killed a cougar on Cortes 
Island, that as you were in the vicinity at the time,he 
gave you this cougar skin and that you told him you would 
obtain for him the bounty allowed by the Provincial 
Government. He tells me that he has seen you several 
times since but that he has not yet received either the 
skin back or the bounty. He now desires to take what 

1 steps may be necessary to obtain this bounty or the 
return of the skin. I might add that the matter is known 
to the Provinoial Police Department at Powell River and 
one of the Provincial Constables was here yesterday ani 
spoke to me concerning the matter. In other words he was 
making enquiries so as to take more steps, what these 
steps are I do not kmow but to clear up the matter I do 
wish that you would write to me by return mail giving me 
the full history of this affair as far as it concerns you. 
With kind regards, Yours truly." 


On the llth. Jamary I received Mr. Bartlett's 
reply: 


"Sir,- Your letter of January Sth. re Francis Louie's 
ougar skin to hand and contents noted. It is ages since 
I received such a letter and for a while I had visions of 
the Penitentiary staring me in the face. 


You really should get a job writing scareheads 
for the newspapers. 


Now about the cougar skin. On October 14th. at 
Redonda Cannery. Francis Louie through William Mitchell 
asked me if I would take a Gougar skin down to Vancouver 
with me when I went down and collect the bounty ($40.00) 
On same for him. I asked him why the skin was not taken 
to the Provincial Police at Powell River, and was informed 
that the Provincial Police would not accept it. I did net -~- 
want to bother with the skin as I have had lots of 
experience in GColleeting moneys for Indians in this manner 
and apart from the time it @s running fram one office 
to another, I am usually out of pooket over the business. 


I d4a not return to Vancouver until Oot. 26th. and , 
away for another trip. Since then I have been | 
@round and had not the time or opportunity to 
the skin until recently. 


I have already taken the skin to the Government 
Agent here who punched the ear, and I have also presented 
the application for the bounty. I am now awaiting the 
arrival of the cheque together with the skin.

I am convineed that the 
Dept. of Indian Affairs would look with extreme disfavor 
on of its servants, no matter how menial the position 
that that servant held, who would suggest, write or 
aietate sueh an impudent letter, expecially when addressed 
as official correspondence to a Stipenfiary Magistrate. I 
shall loek for an apology by next mail.

On January 27th. I received another letter from Mr. Bartlett:- 
"Dear Mr. Garland: 


On reading over my letter of Jamary llth. 
in reply to yours of Jamary Sth. re Francis Louie's Pamther 
skin, I have come to the conclusion that I was somewhat 
hasty and abrupt in the manner in which I replied. 


When reading goes letter the first time it 
seemed to imply that I had already received the bounty for 
the skin and was holdi out on Francis Louie, who had 
enlisted the services the Provincial Police, but on looking 
over your letter again after mailing the one you received, I 
find that I was mistaken and hereby tender apologies. 


The cheque for $40.00 arrived in the mail today, 
dated Jamary 2lst, and made payable to ge A I am sending 
game to Francis Leuie by this steamer. e skin I intend to 
bring up with me on my next trip north, unless I can sell it 
in the meantime. 


I expect to visit Squirrel Cove some time next 
week, and if the opportunity offers, will make a trip to 
Church House, when, no doubt, I will be able to explain every- 
thing in connection with the matter in question.

This was my first break with Mr. Bartlett. He apologized and 
I A his apolegy and thought the matter would then rest 
at that. 

Then came the Prendergast affair, which I think you 


know something about. Mr. Prendezgast struck an Indian 
Constable. It Mappened in the early part of February 1927. 


Mr. Nicholson 
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Mr. Garland stated that he had taken a trip to Powell River and 
there met Mr. dné Mrs. Nicholson and described their conversation as 


follows: 
MR. GARLAND: 


Mr. Nicholson, who is teacher at Sliammon, gaid "Mr. Garland 
I have a bone to pick with you." I said "I am sorry to hear 
that Mr. Nicholson, what is the bone? I have not met you 
before Bicholson.* and he replied "Bartlett tells me that 
you have had a whole mouthful to say about me, that I am & 
drunkard, never open my school till late, that you are going 
to apply for | position down here and get me kicked out. 
What business is it of @, Garland, if I do drink?" 

I repudiated the whole thing, telling him the truth as to 
what Mr. Bartlett told me concerning Nicholson. "Are you not 
Mrz. an@ Mrs. Nicholson, sir, I 414 not know of such people 
being in Sliammon until Mr. Bartlett informed me." ey then 
told me that Bartlett had said some bad things about me and 
my wife mentioning that we were now giving the children 
cocoa, collecting a lot of junk in the shape of tin cups, 
bringing on a lot of work for him and Mr. Perry and no doubt 
Mr. and Mrs. Nicholson would now be caused to give their 
Indien ehildren cocoa too. Never, sir, 414 such words 
emanate from my lips, but Mr. Bartlett prior to the 8th. 

of January, 1927, when he visited our quarters and when we 
found that he was so apt ani prone to talk about others, he 
told me that Mr. Nicholson was a drunkerd, his wife the same, 
was no better than she ought to be, opened the sohool any 
time from 10 to 12 a.m., Locks the pupils in, if any, and 
goes home. Locked them in once and went home and forgot 
about them, the pupils got out of the window to get home. 
That Mr. Nicholson had suffered from delirium tremens, that 
Bartlett had mirsed him out of the delirium tremens. That 
he had been absent ten days and was found at the Mission 
recovering from a drunken bout. Again for a week he was 
found wandering in Vancouver. That Nicholson padded his 
attendance register. That Nicholson's school was just a 
farce. That Mr. Perry knew ahout it and so did Mr. Cairns. 
That he, Bartlett, had given the Nicholsons armfuls of stores 
because they were hard up and hungry. That Nicholson was 
irresponsible and most undependable. That Nicholson was 

al more or less in a wemi state of drunkeness. That he, 
Bartlett, gets what he calls a square at Nicholsons and 
repays the Nicholsons Ls giving them eanned goods supplied 
to him by the @overnment for his own use. He then asked me 
why I 414 not apply for Nicholsen's position in the face of 
Nicholson's drinking but perhaps it was no use doing so 
as Mr. Perry and Cairns between them would veto it. They had 
gone too far with Nicholson and could not go back on him now 
as it would lead to trouble for them. 


Mrs. Nicholson said to me "Mr. Garland, from what 
Mr. Bartlett told us about you we never wanted to meet you 
as we were given to understand you were a oad and not a 
gentleman, but to surprise and satisfaction I find I have 
met a thorough gentleman. Mr. Nicholson made mention of 
several other things that I did not take any notice of at the 
time, because he always qualified his statement with the 
remark "Do not quote me Garland, old man, do not quote me." 
It is within my knowledge, sir, that Constable Bartlett left 
Church House at 4.30 p.M. on the 13th. February 1927 Sunday.

Several times during this recital Mr. Ditehburn asked Mr, Garland 
what these es against Mr. Bartlett had to do with his complaint of 
"pias and pre ee" against Mr. Perry. Mr. Garland replied that it all 
led up to and he was Ral Sry to explain why Mr. Bartlett had pehaved 
so to him since then. &r. Ditehburn also asked for direct evidence 
instead of nearsay evidence, which Mr. Garland was giving. Mr. Garland also 
stated he could tell things that Mr. Bartlett had said about Mr Parry, afd,

MR. GARLAND: After that, sir, I went back again to Church House and the 
matter so troubled me that I wrote to Mr. Bartlett on 
February 19th. 1927: 


"Sirs 
Were anyone to ask me what were the two greatest 

hidden menaces to Society at the present day, I would at 
once answer "Blackmail and Cal e" Ina recent denuncia- 
tion of the crime of blackmail, the Chief Justice of BeCe 
put it on the same footing as assasination, while another 
very prominent Judge called it one of the cancers of ‘ 
civilization. Cal » the cousin-german of Blackmail, is 

a more insidious and treacherous form of mental debauchery. 
In dDlackmail there is generally geod ground and often 
evidence fer the allegations, in cal in nearly all 
cases there is no ground at all for the insinuations and 
eruel innuendoes. The blackmailer is generally run to earth 
and receives heavy and deserved punishment, the foxy calumnia- 
tor generally runs scot-free while his victims suffer terribly. 
Just now in ch House we are awaiting with some nesyeus 
pe gna the return of the mosquito - that stinging, 
ubiquitous nuisance - which drives people frantic with 
uneasiness and discontent. But we thank God that the insect 
is moribund and inert for the greater part of the year. The 
mosquite plies his mischievous trade while the sun shines 
and the swamps exude their putrescent miasma. On the other 
hand the calumniator flourishes in the dark throughout the 
year. He thrives on the garbage of his own 111-fune tioned 
and diseased mind. He is usually an ill-bred fellow and 
seethes with jeal at the other fellow's success. He is the 
ersonification of the dog in the manger. His usual method 
s to festen on to some idle gossip, which he enlarges, 
magnifies and paints in lurid colors, and then disseminates 
secretly and maliciously. He is the poison gas expert of 
society, and the fumes from his devilishly s Dombs are as 
murderous and the effects as far-reaching as ever were those 
of the Germans on the battlefields of Flanders.

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The burglar, the held-up man am, the brigand are 
gentlemen to him. The highwayman of old came out in the open, 
the victims’ loss was merely temporal and remediable; the 
criminals generosity and fame were sung in ballads and praised 
in folx lore.

Permit the affair to remain in abeyance as I had heard some- 
thing of this and I came to the conclusion that this was a 
litile conspiracy that was going on at the present tine 
between the Sy can -Frensevgnse and Chief Harry combination. 
The most ai ng inoident oeourred while we were standing 


outside of ef Harry's son's door, if you remember. 

We walked back to my quarters and Mr. Perry said "Here is the

Mr. Perry was tified in taking the action that he 41d because 
since Annie Wilson came to me in the presence of my wife and 
made the following declaration. 

(The affidavit or copy not left here by Mr. Garland) 


Se came to me voluntarily and stated it had worried ani agitated

In the absence of Mr. Perry not giving me any information as to 
the charges made apparently sane time before through the inter- 
mediary of Mr. Caims, I can net help but look upon Mr. Perry's 
actions, and his letters read in conjunction, can come to no 
other conclusion but there is some prejudice. 


MR. DITCHBURNE would want to find out first whether information supplied to me 
by @ second person was correct. After I had received mfficient 
information to assume that the information was cerrect I would 
then notify you of the complaint against you and have the whole 
matter investigated. 


As @ Magistrate the case comes up before you, no magistrate will 
take hearsay evidence. 


MR. GARLAND: To take un affidavit of a man who is only 100 yards. 
ZT do not think it is gooa procedure. 
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hb 


MR. GARLAND: Is it good procedure to diseuss the pros and cons without 
giving the 
How can they be in possession of the facts of the case. 


MR. DITCHBURN: They were discussed between two Departmental officials, 
your superior officers. The Department's offieials have a 
perfest right to discuss any matters. 


fhe fact that they have not taken any action yet 


hav 
does there not appear to be discrimination. 
appear te be prejudice. 


It might have been better had the charges been dealt with 
soon after they were received, alt. the Department is 
gure of its ground before it proceeds. 


In my talks on.eme occasion in which Mr. Perry visited our 
reservation he was explaining to me the best method in 
which to handle Indians at a meeting. That he knew before 
hand the subject matter which ntended to bring up 
that before they had the oppor ty of bringing the matter 
up he took the bull by the horns. If that is right in that 
case be should it not be right in this ease. Why was not 
the bull taken by the horns at once ani threshed out. 


I think, sir, vy the letter I have read to you and the 
explanation i have made that I was justifi in writing in 
my letter "Read in conjunetion with other correspondence " 
that I had received from Mr. Perry that dias and prejudice 
was bei. shown against me for seme reason unknown to me 
but which I can only conelude as My. Perry admitted that 
he has taken verbal reports and written reports from Mr. 
Bartlett as being the th and that he became biased and 
prejudiced. 


I will refer to some correspondence in connection with 
relief that is being supplied to our indigent Indians by 
Mr. Gerrard the storekeeper ef Stuart Island. Under date 
of December 22nd. Mr. Perry thanks me for receiving the 
account of kr. Gerrard, and that he would advise me that a 
complaint was made to Constable Bartlett when at Church 
House by Chief Harry and others. 


MR. DITCHBURM: Chief Harry tried te make out that the goeds supplied 
Mr. Gerrard were net geod, and Mr. Perry took it up wi 
you. You made an investigation and found that the fleur 
was the same as used by yourself and the goois supplied by 
Mr. Gerrard up to standard. 


This letter 
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This letter was written on December 22nd. and I take it 
was written on a verval report made by Constable Bartlett 
to Mr. Perry. 


That is correct. 


So that you accept Mr. Bartlett's reports a8 being true. 
Nearly a month after that he writes "I may ada that as none 
of the Indians receiving relief made such complaint 

I was under the impression that the Chief was making a 
complaint for them .....+- He makes a verbal report and .... 
Mr. Perry wrttes to me and BAYB.+-ecers Ana yet almost a 
month afterwards on January 18th. " None of the Indians 
receiving relief made sush a complaint." 

Who are the others, he either exaggerated in his report 

or he told an untruth. 


I do not get the ccnnection. 


I am proving that he accepted reports from Mr. Bartlett 
+ the truth when they turn out to be absolutely 
false. 


DI TOHBURN: Was there no merit in the question whatever? 
In the statement given to the Agent by the Constable that 
the Chief claimed the goods supplied by Mr. Garland were 
not up to standard. You are trying to tell me that Mr. 
Bartlett had no right to...«- 


MR. GARLAND: ‘he verbal report and the written report is more or less 
contradictory. 


ER. DITCHBURN: How does that affect you? 


MR. GARLAND: I am trying to prove, sir, that Mr. Perry has been rather 
impulsive instead of writing to find out whether they were 
facts, sir, or not. 


MR. DITCHBURN: Did not Mr. Perry write and ask you to report. 


MR. GARLAND: He dia write and ask me for a report. 


MR. DITCHBURN: If 7 are taking the stand thet_the Indian Agent has no 
business to take any cognisance of a verbal statement of 
information conveyed to him by one of the Indians .«.-+- 


I aid not say that, sir, he has the right to believe me or 
the constable or disbelieve, but I am drawing your attention 
to the difference of the matter contained in both these 
letters, one written a month after the other, which is 
quite clear. 


(Mr. Garland, reading from a letter of Jany. 21st) 
"IT am quite satisfied that the g00ds .-e-ee- must simply 


be taken for what......." 
So that Chief Harry is in Mr. Perry's estimation a liar. 


If that 
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“If that is the case why should we go to the trouble of 
listening to what Chief Harry says detrimental about 


anything or anybody. 


In summing up, sir, I think I have upheld my letter. 

I think I have proved anything I have said in my letter 
to Mr. Perry. One might regard it as a technical 
untruth. If it is not srue, then it is untrue. 

I think that Mr, Perry for some reason or other has 
become biased and prejudiced. 


I think I have shown that perhaps Mr. Perry was tooprone 
to listen to statements with regard to myself which were 
detrimental, which if he had given more consideration 
he would not have written to me in the manner in which 
he has done. It has caused this little trouble. 


I know that men are built and constituted differently. 
Some are able to keep quiet and smooth, others have an 
impulsive and hasty nature, and sit down on the spur of 
the moment and write things which if they had given the 
subject matter a little more consideration they would 
never have penned those lines. Theat, I think, sir, -hes 
really been the cause of my trouble. 


Sinos I have been at Church House I have done my duty 

8 conscientiovsiy as God would permit me to do, If it 

take up anything I have to do it with the whole of the 
energy I have. I oan not sit idle. Our medical work has 
been @ success and a great success. I have not to call 

in qualified aid at all to look after any of our cases. 

I wrote to Mr. Perry on one occasion and asked him for our 
own safety 2... 

as Dr. Henderson had never visited the reserve to see what we 
were capable of doing. 

Dr. Henderson did do so and on leaving he said "Why do they 
send me up here, Mr. Garland, you are doing fine," 

No persons have died. 


In the early part of November when Mr. Bartlett was with 
Mr. Rosenberg, we spoke to Mr. Bartlett about some toys 
for the school children and what Mr. Perry was doing in 
connection with the matter, He a he did not know. I 
asked him as he was going back to Vancouver if he would 
draw it to the attention of Mr. Perry. We were speaking 
to @ responsiblo employee of the Department, naturally 
concluded he would Convey as he promised to do our desires 
in the matter to Mr. Perry. He told us he did not think 
we would get the usual ten dollars, in fact he did not 
think we would get anything at all. True, we got nothing 
at all, but by dint of hard work on the part of my wife 

I am most happy to say, that at the last moment we were 
in the position to to obtain 73 toys which were given to 
us by friends of ours in Winnipeg, in Vancouver, and by 
some of the merchants whom the Indians were in the habit 
of dealing with. We had a little Christmas tree, we gave 
them their toys. It will give you some idea of the respect 
in which we are hela by the Indians in spite of these 
charges of a serious nature, that we were the recipients 
of many baskets brought up to us by women, in Many instances 
by the little children who are attending our school. That 
On New Year's night we were asked if we would g9° down to 
their Community Hall and be present at a little show the 


Indians 
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Indians were giving at 8 o'clock at night. The place 
was covered with snow and I said "No, I have no desire 
to break my collarbone." Within ten minutes every man in 
the village was up with shovels, picks,ete. and cleared 
a pathway to the Community Hall, and sprinkling the way 
with ashes to insure the presence of my wife and children. 
On coming away, even on Saturday and they thought we were 
not coming back again, they cried, one man saying "You 

I sorry you do not stay, which way you not go 
I py." 
I on received commendation from Mr. Perry for 
my work, from our Priests who have visited the reservation. 
I believe that I have given the Sohool Inspector satisfac- 
tion in the duties which I have had to perfom. My trouble 
has been brought about entirely by one man, that is 
enother phase of the trouble, Mr. Bartlett...... 
there are some pictures as having drawn them in my quarters, 
I wonder does he remember the circumstances under which he 
arew them on the evening of September 1926 in our quarters, 
caricaturing Mr. Perry, ridiculing him and Mr. Cairns, 
Mise Delaney and Constable Sutton of the Provincial Police, 
in the presence of my children and the presence of my 
wife. 


MR. DITCHBURN: That is an allegation against Mr. Bartlett and has nothing 
to do with the charges you laid egainst the Indian Agent. 


ENQUIRY ADJOURNED TO THE AFTERNOON OF 
FEBRUARY 7th. 1928. 


MR. DITCHBURN: Mr. Perry will kindly give an explanation of the reasons 
for his writing*this letter to you of the 22nd. of December 
and the reason why he took exception to the statements made 
in Mr. Garland's letter of the 14th. January to him. 


Mr. Garland's letter states that Mr. Perry's letter is so 
pregnamt with inaccuracies and untruths that he shudders 
at it, and so overflowing with bias and prejudice, and 
also that Mr. Perry states untruths, further that in Mr. 
Perry's letter of 22nd. December he insinuates that Mr. 
Garland is a liar. 


This year, Mr. Commissioner is my twentieth year in the 
Service and this is the first time that I have been involved 
in an investigation of this nature, ani I am exceedingly 
sorry that this unpleasant matter is coming up now. 


I received from the Provinoial Police at Powell River a letter 
dated December 7th. relating to prosecutions of Indians at 
Church House following a drunken brawl and fracas on the 
Homalco Reserve at Church House on or about the 3rd. of 
December last. 

I acknowledged this letter, thanking the Provincial Police. 


I received 
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I received a letter from Mr. Garland dated December 
8th. 1927.: 


"Dear Mr. Perry:- 

Er. Rosenberg will no doubt have 
arrived in Vancouver, and have interviewed you before 
you receive this letter. You will therefore now be in 
possession of the details of the disgraceful affair that 
happened on this reservation on Saturday, in which Mr. 
Rosenberg would appear to have been the butt. There is 
no necessity for me to record the occurrence, as Mr. 
Rosenberg will have related the whole affair to you, at 
least he said that he would do 80. 

Yours truly." 


I received a letter from Mr. Garland dated December llth, 
1927%- 


"pear Mr. Perryi- 


At the recent trial of Moses Wilson 
et al for drunkenness and assault, Chief George Harry very 


badly perjured himself. 


\ On the Saturday night, December ord, 
when the affair happened, he came to me and reported that 
Peter Harry was drunk. Knowing the infamous liar that he is 
I warned him, in the presence of witnesses and asked him 
three different times if Peter Harry was a@runk. He replied 
"yess! I made out the information and complaint and he swore 
to it, taking his oath on the Bible that Peter Harry was 
drunk and that the witnesses to this information were Noel 
George, Charlie Harry, Theresa Hansen and Amnie Wilson, 
everyone of whom you will note are members of his own family 
At the trial of Peter Harry for drunkenness, the Chief, 
who was put on his oath, declared in his evidence that 
Peter Harry was NOT drunk. His witnesses also stated the 
same, with the result that I dismissed the case against 
Peter Harry. 


I was bound to give Chief Harry a 
good talking to, and aida not mince matters with him and 
his lying propensities. This has upset him and I am given 
to understand that he has, in conjunction with Mrs. Thomp- 
son, concocted a letter making some terrible accusations 
against me, and that this letter has been forwarded direct 
to Ottawa. You will no doubt hear something from Ottawa, 
if you have not already done s0. 


In the meantime, I am drawing the 
attention of the Attorney-General to the elasticity of 
manner in which Indians take an oath, perjuring themselves 
to suit their own ends and purposes, damning another 
persons’ reputation with as much ease as eating their meals. 
Some example should be made, as it is very easy to create 
@ bad impression, and terribly hard to eradicate that 
impresmion once created. I leave the matter in your hands. 


I may also inform you that on Monday 
morni the 5th. inst., the Chief came to the school house 
and asked me to let Moses Wilson off, or to let him off 
lightly, or he would stir up the village against me. On 
the same Monday but in the afternoon, Moses Wilson,himself, 
came up to the school-room and offered me One hundred 
dollars if I would try the case here instead of sending 


it to 
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it to Powell River, as they feared I would do. 
Yours truly. " 


I received a letter addressed to me on the 12th. December 
by Mr. Garland: 


"Dear Mr. Perry:- 


At the same time that I sent a 
gelegsenh message to the Provincial Police to come to 
Church House I also sent a telegram to you asking you if you 
gould see your way clear to meet me at the Hotel at Powel 
River on Saturday the 10th. inst., as well as as you to 
reply to my message care of the Provincial Police at Powell 
River. Apparently the message was not sent, as I went to 
Powell River leaving here at querter to four on Friday, 
the 9th. inst., by Mr. Bartlett's boat and on arriving at 
i, found no message for me,and, that you were not 
present. 


In the near future I hope to be able 
to come to Vancouver, with your permission. 


Yours truly, " 


MR. PERRY took the oath. 


MR. PERRY: 
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In connection with the letter just read Mr. Commisal oner 
I wish to say that I 41d not receive a telegram from Mr. 
Garland, and I have received information that such a tele- 
gram was never sent to me. This information has come from 
the man in charge of the telegraph office at Squirrel Cove. 


I wish to point out that in the letter of December llth. 

e Garland himself opens up the question of the terrible 
accusations made against him, in other words Mr. Garland 
took the initiative officially, and I may say sir, that up 
to that time I had heard nothing whatever of the accusations 
made against Mr. Garland. 


On December 10th. Chief George Harry, of Church House, 
addressed a letter to me:- 


"Dear Sir:- 


I have another trouble between Mr. Garland 
School teacher in. Between him and Mrs. Johnnie Hackett 
and Mrs. Moses Wilson and Mrs. Geo Bassett. He has been 
wrong altogether. 


Mr. Garland has asked Mrs. Wilson to kiss 
him for drink of Whiskey but Mrs. Wilson 414 not want too 
So she came and told me. 


And Mrs. Hackett has been telling me all 
about what Mr. Garland been doing to her, that he took her 
in the Cataholioc Church twice ani also has taken Mre.Basset 
in the Priest's house for the same reason. 


So Mr. Perry how's that sound to you I 
Cannot stand to have Mr. Garland to be teacher at Church 
House as its a shame for the Band. 


Otherwise there be trouble between him and 
the husbands. 


So you look up the matter. Since Mr. 
Garland been Church House the people been getting very bad 
—_ little thing that happens in the Village they run up the 
School house and make the trouble twice as bigger. 


Now these 
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Now these people are getting to be bad friends, because 
they always like to even between each other. So this has 
to Be stopped before it gets to strong. Answer if you're 
coming. 

Yours truly. " 


May I see the handwriting of this please. 
In two different handwritings. 
Chief George Harry oan not write. 


MR. PERRY: I am well aware of that. and signed by somebody on 
Dehalf of Chief George Harry, and signature not witnessed 


by anybody. 


By the same mail Mr. Inspector Cairns received a greasy 
speniag 20°eee something similar to this one, only more greasy 
than s, setting out practically the same information. 

Mr. Gairns, Inspector of Indian Schools for British Columbia, 
and I got together ani discussed this matter between us as 
officials. We reviewed a previous inquiry made by me at 
Chureh House on or about the lst. of June. 

Previous to L. | going to Church House Mr. Inspector Cairns had 
visited Church House and on his return had reported to me 
that just as he was leaving Church House Chief George Harry 
had told him that Mr. Garland was too familiar with the 
Indian women and was giving them whiskey. I told Mr. Cairns 
that on my visit to Church House should Pm complaint of 
this nature arise I would look into the matter before 


MR. GARLAND: If I remember rightly that you said to me that you had asked 
Mr. Cairns he being on the spot why didn't he investigate it. 


MR. PERRY: I will deal with that presently. 


Mr. Cairns seemed to think that was all right, although I 
will be honest and - that when I went to Church House I 
never expected that the complaint made to Mr. Cairns would be 
repeated to me but that the yumour,if one might so classify 
it, would by the time of my visit have Gied away as sO many 
similar rumours amongst the Indians have done. 


lhouge 
I went to Church before going notifying Mir. Garland that I 
expsweted to be in Church House. 

In Mr. Garland's evidence he produces a letter written by me 
on the 2nd. of June telling him I was coming and he wondered 
why the letter was dated June 2nd. while as a matter of fact 
my visit to Church House preceded the receipt by him of my 
letter and also the date of the letter. I thi sir, that 
can be explained in this way. When I go ona trip, as my 
evenness” can testify, I usually dictate letters cleaning 
up a lot of mail. It is quite possible, although I have no 
Clear recollection of the incident, that this letter was 
written with a lot of others, also that I saw an opportunity 
to go to Church House and went, and this may account for the 
fact that I reached Church House before the letter in ques- 
tion reached Mr. Garland and even before it was written by 
the stenographer. I have every reason to believe that the 
date on that letter is correct. Whatever may have been the 
facts of this incident I can give most solemn assurance to 
Mr, Garland that there was no design against Mr. Garland 

or disposaition to thwart him in any way in that incident. 


On reaching 
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On reachirg Chureh House I held a meeting with the Indians, 

Mr. Garland and Mr. Bartlett being present,at this meeting. 

The Chief, George Harry, was addressing me in the presendée of 

the Indians and referred to Mr. Garlani as a good man, a good 

teacher, and that the people liked him. 

We adjourned, as Mr. Garland stated in his evidence this morning, 

for a little refreshment in the form of lunch. The ty was 
to the evening and to resume at the call of the Chief, 

not the call of Mr. Gar » nor of the Indian Agent, but of 

Chief George Harry himself. 


I left the boat at the wharf at the appointed time to attend the 
meeting, leaving Mr. Bartlett on the boat, who said he wanted 
to clean up before he came up to the meeting. I went along 
the float alone toward the village and saw ef George Harry 
coming toward me. He addressed me with a whispering voice in 
these words:" Mr. Perry, that teacher Mr. Garland bad man. 
Don't you say any to him. That man is fooling with the 
Indian women all the time and gives tha whiskey." I responded 
somewhat angrily to the Chief and said to him: "In the meeting 
this afternoon you told me what a good man Mr. Garland was, 
now you tell me a different ors it is the same story that 
you told Mr. Cairns when he was here but you have told the 

man this time, I am going to find out about this." 
"It is true", he said, "It is trués You come up to my house 
right now". I said: "How about the meeting?" The Chief 
replied: "The meet. all right. I am the boss for the meeting." 
He said: "I have bottle of rum that Mr. Garland gave my daughter 
Mrs. Moses Wilson. She drink it in my house, my wife had some, 
they both get drunk." 
Before going to the Chief's house I went back to the boat and 
mentioned to Constable Bartlett what the Chief had said and 
suggested, in order that there be no misunderstanding,and that 
the inoident would be properly witnessed, that Mr. Bartlett 
shenld come with me to the ef's house. This he did, where a 
bottle was produced containing rum. It was a medicine bottle. 
I asked the Chief where he got it. He said that Mr. Garland 
had given it to his daughter, Mrs. Wilson. I sent Constable 
Bartlett to Mrs. Wilson's house to bring her to the Chief's 
house, and presently she came. The statements that were made 
both by the Chief and his daughter, and wife, were thought by 
me to be sufficiently important to warrant the taking of an 
ee he taking possession of the bottle with the intoxi- 
Gan n ° 
Now, although Mr. Garland was not more than 100 yards or so 
away at the Misgion House, it d14 not ocovr to me for a moment 
to send for Mr.f@iarland or make undue stir or excitement. 
As a matter of fact, I did not believe the story and told Mr. 
Bartlett so, Knowing the character of the prinoipals of the 
story. In any event I would not involve Mr. Garland on a simple 
rumour. If I were to take serious action upon each and every 
rumour which I hear on every hand from Indians, both I and the 


Department would be in hot water all the time; the teachers, 
officials and the Indians would have to put up with a very un- 
Pleasant oman without any good results.

After taking affidavit I told the Chief I would look into 
the matter and I went up to Mr. Garland's residence with Mr. 
Barkiett; showed the affidavit and bottle to Mr. Garland 

asking him to eae me his observations on the matter. Mr. 
Garland emphaticallydenied with the gestuve of an oath 

to Almighty God that he had not been guilty of supplying this 
Indian woman with liquor nor any other Indian woman, nor had 
he been guilty of any other immoral offense toward Indian 
women. It was a rather delicate situation for me particularly 
as I regard with great respect Mr. Garland and his family, also

He reported to me that whilst sitting in his 
cabin on the Reserve on the Saturday evening in question 
Moses Wilson and his son Albert, Indians of Church House, 
came into the Reserve in a state of intoxication on their 
to his cabin and had told him that they could easily 
ke his eyes tf they wanted to, There appears to be no 
particular reason for these threats beyond that these men 
were drinking. Mr. Rosenberg explained that he saw Wilson 
about to leap on him when he dueked and the Indian Wilson 
came into contact with a Chureh House Iniian named Tommy 
Paul. A fight began and the doer flew open and there was 
an inrush of men and women, a general melee or free for all 
fight in which some of the Indians were injured. Mr. Rosen- 
pegg is a Danish st and could easily have cleaned up 
the lot of them, refreined from doing so because I had 
warned him before geing to Church House on no account or at 
any time to have any trouble whatever with the Indians. 
That in short is what he reported. 


Those details related to me are entirely new tome. I 
insisted upon his staying in our quarters because he was 
afraid to go down. ‘ 


MR. PERRY: In regard to this letter, Mr. Commissioner, I will take it 
clause by clause as far as I can. 
I notified Mr. Garland that Mr. Rosenberg had given me the 
details verbally. In addition to Mr. Rosenberg's information 
however, Dominion Constable Bartlett had returned to Vanoouver 
and had discussed with me the various phases of the oases at 
Chureh House. He told me certain Indians had complained that 
they had incurred expenses in aiding Mr. Garland in the 
rosecution of the cases nst the defendant Indians, also 

a given certain information,but that although the Indians 

had deme this and had inourred the expense of using gasoline 
and their time going from Church House to Squirrel Cove, 
they had not been paid anything for their services and the 
felt they should receive compensation. As far as I am able 
to recollect Mr. Bartlett gave me to understand that he had 


investigated 
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eatigated the circumstances and found that the Provincial 
police aia the information. I eould thenr 
understand how unless provision had been made for it by 
the Magistrate, the Indians might not receive ei tam the 
moities of the fine or any expenses incidental to the costs 
of prosecution. 


Mr. Garland said in his letter that he was call the 
attention of the Hon. Attorney General to the aa ther of 
certain Indians perjuring themselves and when I read his 
letter I natur coneluded he had dome se. I could not 
interpret this le oy other way exeept on a strictly 
technical analysis, ana I wish here te say that if it were 
necessary for any official hanfiling the amount of cerres- 
pondence whieh we hanfile in this office te split hairs as 
it were ever the technical interpretation of every wrd 
% our work with the 


months he has been there. 


Here the Indian Agent showed the Commissioner two extraordinary files of 
Mr. Garland's correspondence, 


MR. PERRY: How, sir, it is for you to e on that point. I not 
have been strictly technica correct but if you will take 
the-eouterits of the letter itself, you will not see therein ‘ 
any offence to Mr. Garland.

In reply I beg to say I would suggest for the 
present acknowledge the letter saying the matter is being 
investigated by the Indian Agent. I propose going to 
Chureh House at the earliest moment whan I wi 4 
investigate the camplaints and make a complete report to 
the Department. I gay that I have received complaints 
before about similar alleged conduct on the part of Mr, 
Garland, but the complaints have come from the members and 
relatives of Chief George Harry, while a petition has 
reached me from practically the balance of the band members 
referring to the Chief as a bad man and e"mink" and asking 
that the teacher be kept in his Position. Mr. Garland is a 
Stipendiary Magistrate and in this Capacity has taken very 
drastic action recently amongst the members of Chief Harry's 
ianiee @Qvunkeness in the Homalco village, fining them 

eavily. 


The Department will probably remember that 
formerly the Homalco Band were in two divisions - the Homaleo 
and Orford Bay, res otively. These two factions have never 
Deen well disposed ards each other and I have repeatedly 
endeavored to keep them united in one big family which is 
always best for the Indians in every way. Unfortunately 
these Indians are of a very inferior status and it is not 
to be wondered at if th upon the least provocation, revert

While I feel it is a good thing to have a representa- 
tive of law and order in the persa ef a Magistrate in the 
vieinity of Chureh House, which is the most remote settlement 
in Vancouver Ageney, and Mr. Garland's removal may not be the 
best thing, yet the charges made against him make it imperative, 
in the interests of the Department as well as the Indians, that. 
the fullest possible investigation be held and I intend going 
carefu: and without fear or favor into the matter of these 
complaints.

Sinee Mr. Garland went to Church House we have recommended 
to the Department the furnishing of his home. We have 
supplied for the use of the Fi Matron 


The expenses for drugs as Mr. Ditohburn will know has been 
quite considerable and generous in Comparison to what other 
schools have received. 

We have put in for the benefit of the Indians at Chureh 
House a water supply system. We have repaired the bottaee 
and roads. We put an addition on Mr. Garland's home wi 
bath room equipment. 


I am not say these things because we have dom anythi 
wonierful Tat fo show that Mr. Garland will have no ~~ 
suggestion of bias or prejudice or official 111-will. 
Considerably more has been done for the Bemalco School and 
more elasticity given that the usages of the Department 
have allowed for many other schools. 


He has asked for a new building to accommodate the teacher 
and his family at Church House. This fact has been quoted 
by Mr. Garland as indicative of bias and prejudice. When 
t application came in I ai @ all phases of it with 
Mr« Inspector Cairns.

This is the reason, sir, that Mr. Garland's request for 
dmmediate attention to his water pipe was not coneurred in 
to his satisfaction. 


With regard to Mr. Garland's complaint about the leaky roof 
I forwarded Mr. G@ and's report to Mr. I also 
placed in my estimates in September last numerous items 
covering the Church House services including repairs to the 
School building, ete. and sent a copy of ny recommendation to 
Mr. Garland for his information. How since those estimates 
have been sent in no word has been received from the Depart- 
ment as to whether these estimates are allowed or not 

and I presume that is because the estimates have to be 
presented dur ing the present session of Parliament. 


Blso during the course of negotiations of services at Church 
House with Mr. Garland I received instructions from the 
Comatssioner that no expenses were to be inourred of any 
nature whatever without Departs ental authority as the appro- 
priations made last year were running very low and the strict- 
est economy had to be exercised. 


It was a letter bearing on that subject as written by me to 
which exception was taken yesterday by Mr. Garland in his 
evidence by which he endeavored to show that the letter con- 
tained some evidence of bias and prejudice.

I believe they have been conseientious in their work ana 
straight and above board in their correspondence and 
associations in goneral. The reason for this observation 
is this, that it will be apparent fram the nature of the 
correspondence now put in as exhibits that Mr. Garland is 
inelined to be tee severe in his analysis of activities - 
either Indian or official.

The afternoon of the Sth. December, gaareday, 298). Mr. 
Bartlett came to my quarters and wanted to w something 
about why the Indians should not be granted moities. IT told 
him as much as I was ¢o tell him at the time. He was 
not present at the time of the trial. I just told him the 
facts in short. I then told him that I desired to go to 
Powell River very urgently and I expected to meet Mr. Perry 
in Powell River and asked him as he was leaving the following 


gay 
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if he would take me to Powell River on his boat. 
ie ks miesged, and went away. On ‘the morning of Friday, 
the 9th. of December, I wont te his boat, which was lying 
against the wharf at’ the Reserve,at about 9, bidding him 
of morning when I got to his boat anf as him what 
fine he intended puiSing eat so that I could e ny 
on Deard. s back was turned to me at the tine. 
ned round in savagery and & er. Said that he 
would not take me. I said: "What is the matter Bartlett?" 
and he turned around to me and said “What dd pS §, and 
tell Mr. Perry that I had given a sweater to Constable 
Boyt fer?" I said "Because it was my duty to do so." 
These sweaters had been given the Department I understood 
frum Mr. Perry from seme charitable for distribu- 
tion amongst the Indians. I was already in pessession 
of one of these sweaters. Chief Harry had been given two. 
He brought one of them to me. I dia not know at that tine 
the source fram whieh they were obtained other than that 
they came fram Mr. Bartlett. He asked me one dollar for 
one of them. I gave him a dollar. I turned around to Mr. 
Bartlett and said “Bartlett, I have had enough of thia. 
Every time you come here you are trying te create a quarrel. 
I wid © in to Vancouver and maybe on to Victoria, but I 
enough of your surliness for many months now, and 
we will have a own." He then started about things in 
connection with Mr. and Mrs. Nicholson. He admitted, as 
Mr. and Mre. Nicholson had told me, that he had been in the 
habit of going to their quarters anf asking for.shat they 
termed a square. I suggest that it was a meal. ‘That he 
had not & square since he had left Vaneouver and that 
it was time he got his square, and he said "I suppose they 
aia net tell you that I resompense them for it, they didnot 
tell you I had taken armfuls of stuff up for them from the 
beat", and said "I suppose they, Mr. Nicholson, did not 
tell that I had nursed him our of D. 7. 's." I’ said 

"Ho, they 414 not." "Well, I have." He asked me if 
Michelson had a drink at that time. I said I believed he 
had. He said"Nicholson is an irresponsible chap, undepend- 
able. You cannot believe any he says when he has had a 
Grink of liquor." I said: "Bartlett that does not affect 
me. The thing that affects me is your surliness and 
the underh: things you do to me when you come on this 
Reserve." said "I do not want a show down, Mr. Garland, | 
I want to be friends. Do not go te Nichelsen because I have 
ee hak te ity hia. 

‘ou mus orgive me for being cranky this morning. I had a 
rough night, been blewing hard,and my boat beating up 
against the wall, and I have had searcely any sleep. 

} os ba ore ion —s ny RH, | be you down to Powell. 
e e ow w. eI am 4 out. 
will send somebody =." —— . 


As I was coming away something must have seized him for 
he turned around in in a temper and said that he had been 
told that I was not married, that my wife ...cccee 


I turned on him then rather savagely. First of all bef 
he made this statement he said 'T wi tell you somethi _ 
wea 73% net know. Premise me that you will not te 

vy . 


I said "Bartlett, do you know the seriousness of what you 
are mying. You will tell me who told you this, Bartlett." 
He then said he had been told it by an Indian from Sechelt. 


I said 
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T said to him "Bartlett, that is no Indian yarn. An Iniian 
does not know the meaning of ineest. No Indian could have 
told you this yarn. This is an emanation from your ow mind 
Gone to give me pain." And I came away in somewhat of an 
anger. He turned again and said that he would not take me 
down on his boat. ~— Ly that if I wanted to go to Powell 
River I could hire a boat. 

I went straight te my quarters and told wife just what 
had occurred ‘and the statement Mr. Bartlett made concerning 
her. I said to my wife "I am going on that boat to Powell 
River more now than ever before. I will insist on Mr. Bartlett 
taking me to Powell River. I have as much Mew to go down on 
that boat as three workmen from another Depa ent. There is 
ample room to take me, anf why Bartlett should act in this 
manner I do not know." 


I went back again to the boat. Mr. Bartlett was still on board 
and I said to him "Bartlett you are going to take me down on 
this boat. I am here now on your boat, and I am prepared to 
stay here until you pull out.” He then said that he was in 
charge of the boat and he could please himself who he teck." 

I said "I do not care, Bartlett, I am here on this boat and you 
will take me to Powell River. t will not e@ from the boat." 
After a few minutes he said alright he would @ me. 


Going down on the boat he was very kind, offered me something 
to eat on board, was yoo Sewlagiy anxious to know whether I 
was going to stay at the hetel or some friends. If I was going 
to the hotel I could expect him Le ty after and that he w 
come up t0 my room. I went up to the hotel with the full 
expectation of meeting Mr. Perry there in response to a wire 
whieh I had sent by an Indian to Mr. Ewart for transmission 

to Mr. P » but I found Mr. Perry was not there. I went to 
police quarters then to see if a telegram had been sent by 

Mr. Perry to me care of the Provincia Police as requested in 
the telegram. It was sent on the night of the 3rd. of 
December. There was no telegram for me. Before leaving the 
boat that it Mr. Bartlett asked me again what I proposed 
doing. I a"I 46 not know, Mr. Bartlett, but it is quite 
possible that after I have done what business I have to do 

here in Powell River, I will g° on to Vancouver and to Victoria 
if necessity warrants." 


Mrs. Garland took the oath in order to corroborate Mr. Garland's 


evidence. 
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I have related to you before on the early part of Mon some 
things which Mr. Bartlett did. He described Mr. Perry to us 
as be @ liar and to emphasize the fact that Mr. Perry was 
@ lier te told us this + Bey and I both sitting in our 
quarters while Mr. Bartlett related this tale. ‘That on one 
occasion when the Assistant Secretary of the Department, Mr. 
MeLean, hed come to Vancouver on business in connection with 
Indian Affairs he was staying at the Vancouver Hotel; that Mr. 
MoLean had rung the office about 9.30 asking for Mr. Perry, 
if he was in and if not in to give him the message that Mr. 
Perry was to go to the ;

Without itcving any excuse for the falsehood he was 
supposed to have told. 

I will ask my wife, sir, 4¢ the statement I have made 
is not in fast and substance true, a8 ghe was present at 
the time when Mr. Bartlett related this. 

Ig this statement that I have made both in fact and sub- 
stance true? 


Yes, quite true. 


Mr. Bartlett has on many occasions in the presence of my 
and my children, has also in the presence 
my wife and Indians stated "Mr. Perry too much 

aatomobile. ‘That is why you ao not get things done." So 

that today it is quite a byword amongst the Indians - Mr. 

Perry toe much automobile. 

Is that statement true poth in fact and substance? 


Yes. 


He ridiculed ir. Perry in the presence of my wife and 
children by saying that lr. Perry aped a yachteman. That 
when he came on a trip on the poat he bedecked himself 
with a yachtsman's cap, uniform cap, white trousers and 
would insist on taking the steering wheel, and if you only 
looked out of the back window to see how the boat was 
going (gesture) 

Didn't Mr. Bartlett say that in your presence? 


Yes.

I was so strongly 
impressed with this that I said "Mr. Bartlett, Mr. Perry 
would never do a thing like that." I got the reply "You 
don't know Mr, Perry as well as I know him." 

Is that not true in substance and fact. 


MRS. GARLAND: 7 saaeee Mr. Bartlett walking around the room and saying 


MR. GARLAND: Mr. Bartlett informed me on & trip that I took with him 
from Chureh House to Powell River - he took me dewn to 
get my oath of allegiance and oath of office subscribed to 
a form at the time I was made & Stipendiary strate - 
and he was discussing Mr. Perry. His statement was that 
Mr. Perry was a broken-down Methodist parson, who had been 
chased out of Alert Bay or the peopie would have killed 
him. Whether Mr. Perry is a Methodist I know not, sir, 
whether he was @ parson I know not, whether he was ever in 
Alert Bay I know not. 


Dari. the Dominion eleetions when the result of the 
elections were known Mr. Bartlett was in our waters and 
came to our quarters. He said that he knew that if the 


Conservative party got into power, that Mr. Perry would have 
his head ehepped off and that he, Bartlett, stood a good 


chance 
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chance of gett: his job. 
Is that net vet 


Yes. 


In connection with the troubles at Sliammon, I do not know 
whether they are true or not, all I know is what Mr. Bartlett 
has told me; but Mr. Bartlett told me that at a jamboree or 
some sort of a party which was held at Nicholson's house that 
Nicholson and Perry got so drunk that they found themselves 
next morning in the same bed with their boots and clothes on. 


He sai@ in the presence of my wife thet if it was not for him, 
Bartlett, that Perry could not hold down his job for five 
minutes; That Bartlett and Mises Delaney aid all the work 
while Mr. Perry flew about in an automobile and smoked cigars. 
Is that not true in fact and substance? 


Yes, 1% is true. 


With r to Mr. Cairns, in the presence of my wife and 
myself he stated that Mr. Cairns could not hold his job as 
Inspector of Schools in the Provincial Government for five 
minutes. 

Is that not true? 


That is true. 


Mr. yy A his letter to me of Jamary 2lst. states I would 
like to know what reports have been made by the Constable 

that are not in accordance with the truth. I will state then. 
Shortly after my going to Churoh House, you will remember,sir, 
because I got one letter from you, I reported ver strongly 
on sani Conditions of the village and to me came from 
@ clean city, Winnipeg, and then Vancouver, the conditions 
were,as stated in my letter, appalling. I understand that 
Dr. Henderson had just a short while previous had also made a 
report on the sanitary condition of the village . However, it 
would anpear that the reportemade by Dr. Henferson and myself 
were not satisfactory to Mr. Perry, who sent Constable Bartlett 
up to make an independent report. Bartlett came up for that 
specific purpose and he and I went around to the different 
beauty spots and came back again. He was then satisfied that 
my report was true. He said he would back my report in every 
way and that he would send me a pa | of his report. Mr. Perry 
I think will tell you as he has told me that Mr. Bartlett's 
pte 4 was, to make it short, that the village was no differ- 
ent to any other village. I might add that I never got a 
copy of Mr. Bartlett's report, promised me by him. 


On Monday the 27th. September, 1927 Mr. Bartlett was lying 

at the Government Wharf and I believe around about midnight 

an Indian boat pulled in with two girls on it, one named 
Jessie Louie aged 17, married, and the other Catherine Louie 
aged about 14, single, and on board was Arthur Prendergast 
when the two girls got off the boat, walked up the float to the 
reservation and store, that Mr. Bartlett told the two girls 
afterwards that they were not to go ai » leave the reserva- 
tion, in a boat because he wanted than to come up to the 
school house. In the morning knowing that Mr. Bartlett was in 
I was going down to the wharf to see him when I met him coming‘ 
from the wharf with two Indian girls in frent. He then told 
me what had ocourred the night before and that he was bringing 
these two girls up to the school house for the purpose of my 
taking an affidavit from these girls as to what they had been 
doing on board the boat with arther Prendergast. The girls 


demurred 
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demurred about coming up and one, Jessie iouie, said that she 
would not come. Bartlett €st hold ef her by the soruff of 
the neck and threw her to her knees at the same time giving 
her a kick from behind. I remonstrated with him for his 
conduet towards @ woman, even she was an Indian 
and get the reply; "It ie all right fer these." 
Jessie Leuie w eorreborate that statement teday or any 
time send a responsible official up there. 
The iéavit was taken, the Indian girls came up. And I con- 
sidered that there was saucthing in the affidavit made by 
these girls by which a charge could have been laid against 
Prendergast, observing that one of the girls was 14 or 14¢ 
ears of age. I gave the affidavit to Mr. Bartlett saying 
Send this to Mr. Perry. Ask Mr. Perry to refer it to 
Departmental counsel for advise as to whether there is any- 
thing in this affidavit that weuld warrant a charge being 
laid nat Prendergast." I understand from Mr. Pé: that 
the {davit was sent to him or taken to him by Mr. Bartlett 
and that Mr. Bartlett reported that he and I had discussed 
that affidavit and had come to the conclusion that there was 
nothing in it to warrant any further action. It was not true. 


Recently I wrete to Mr. Perry in regard to a request made by 
an Indian named Jimmie Wilson for some extra relief. His 
smoke house had been burned down and he had lost all his summer's 
catch of fish that he had put by for use during the winter 

as well as a lot of shingles that he had salvaged. He was 
hard up. I referred the matter to Mr. Perry and asked Mr. 
Perry that as Mr. Bartlett was in the vio ty of these waters 
would he instruct Mr. Bartlett to make the investigation. Mr. 
Perry wrote me and told me that he had done so and that Mr. 
Bartlett would make these investigations. During Mr.Bartlett's 
recent sojourn, on Friday the 25th. November, 1927 Mr. 
Bartlett came to our quarters about this matter; asked me 
to tell him what I knew about it. I told him what I had told 
Mr. Perry. Jimmie Wilson said that he was in a state of 
distress; his smoke house had been burned down; and had no 
Dlankets; and children without boots, stockings and clothes. 


Mr. Bartlett remarked that if Jimmie Wilson depended on him 
to get any relief he had another think coming. Mr. Bartlett 
went over te 014 Chureh House and toek Mr. Rosenberg away from 
ve vas of supervising the painting on Saturday the 26th. 
jovember. 
He states that he was informed by Chief Harry that the number 
of shingles destroyed was only 60 bundles. What would Chief 
Harry know how many bundles were in the house. 
I know that Jimmie Wilson is a sick man, has been sick for a 
long time. You oan have him medically examined by ons medical 
man you wish. He is suffering from kidney disease ani dropsy. 
The man is not able to work. He dia work on the drainage 
when the engineers were up there, but he did not appear to be 
wo rk: as we3.). as any of the others, as Mr. Bartlett states. 
He worked because his smoke house had been burned down. He had 
no money. He lost all his fish. He was in dire distress, and 
he worked so as to get some money to keep himself, wife ani 
children. During the time he was working he was in agony 


and on several occasions when he came up to get relief. 


What was the object in taking Mr. Rosenberg over to examine a 
emall Indian smoke house made of cedar 


The that Mr. Bartlett had in mind was this, a 
ee made by Jimmie Wilson, made in the presence of 


(Copy of this deolaration not left by Mr.Garland) 
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The measurements of the house for paint;when the houses 
were measured for paint it was raining hard, Mr. Bartlett 
asked me if I would come down and place measurements, 

as he measured them,on a piece of paper. I took a scrap 

of paper and piece of cardboard and peneil down with me. 

It was just to be a rough estimate, se ir. Bartlett infom- 
ed me; and it was a rough one too, the way the measure- 
ments were taken. A piece of stiek, a thin branch of a 
plumtree about as thick as my middle finger, at the corner 
of Sophie Wilson's house, it was senewha arehed in shape. 
This was picked up, held out and a piece broken off the 
end. This was about 6 ft. and with that bit of stick 

the houses were measured. ‘The windows were never measured. 
They were never counted; and arriv at an estimate of 
paint which is required for a house t is necessary to take

In this matter, sir, I wish to report Mr. Bartlett does not 
carry out his duties in the manner in which he should do 
eo. He is careless. 


so that the quantity estimated for the quantity of paint 
to be obtained. If the house is not measured properly you 
have either too much or too little paint, and as Mr.Perry 
had on occasions drawn attention to the necessity for the 
use of economy in all matters pertaining to the reserve I 
thought that all due care should be taken 

I ti there are 2 or 25 houses 

either on the long side or the short side, so as to spread 
over 24 or 25 houses, 

would amount to a very great amount. 


During the month of June when Mr. MoConnell came to repair 
the wharf he had nowhere to stay. Mrs. Thompson refused to 
put him up at the store, he had no accommodation, or 
equipment to put up a building, and I obtained from Mrs. 
Pallen, an Indian woman, permission for Mr. MeConnell to 
stay in her house. She e@ to do, and a few days 
afterwards she cent a child to me asking me if I would go 
down and see the house as she cleaned it ur and if in my 
opinion 1t would be agreeable fer Mr. McConnell to stay 

and sleep there. In am doing so I walked into the kitchen 
and there were two sacks of flour inside of a brown sack, 
2-49 lb., marked M. Gerrard, Storekeeper, Stuart Island, 
then in brackets Indien Department. I could not understand 
how Mre. Pallen got hold of this fleur, as she was not on 
the indigent list, and I enquired from her where she obtain- 
ed this flour. She said that she had bought it from Arthur 
Prendergast. I then wondered how could Prendergast get hold 
of this flour, as the outside sack was marked Gerrard. I 
enquired from Mr. Gerrard if he had sold any flour to Mrs. 
Thompson or Arthur Prendergast, and he said "No." I then 
came to the conclusion that there was a leakage somewhere 
and some flour being supplied to our Indians was finding its 
way for purposes other than it was intended for. 
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. Bartlett came in on the night of the 23rd. of June 
p S leok on our door, and I mentioned the matter to him 
as important, and told him that there was a good chance for 
him te exercise his detective abilities. I wanted to clear 
the matter up to see what Indian drawing r ef was givin 
away supplies. He told me he had teo much to > = wha 
was the good . I later heard through the intermediary 
of 614 Sam Timo that Sephie Wilson was the culprit and 
was in the habit of exehanging and bartering her flour to 
others. 
There were very few Indians in Chureh House at that time 
only about three families. Mr. Bartlett went away the next 
morming without taking any steps, ani I have never heard of 
any steps being taken and the matter attended te. 


On Sunday the 13th. February, 1927, at about 3 p.m., Mr. 
Bartlett reached Church House. Isaac Francis had just 
arrived from 014 Chureh House and reported that a white man 
named Secerd was on the 014 Church House Reserve when no 
one was in the village and that he had lost sae boom 
chains and had every reason to believe that Secord had the 
chains in his boat. The affair was red hot, Mr. Bartlett 
was there on the spot, the Indian had just come across. I 
reported the same to Mr. Bartlett and asked him to go over 
at once and take same steps to investigate. He refused to 
go. Said that he had had enough of chains in the past. He 
left Church House at around about 6 o'clock and went to 
Sliammen without taking any steps. 


What seems to me to be the base of the recent troubles in 
Church House. Mr. Bartlett left Chureh House at 4.p.m. 

on the lst. December, 1927, and I asked Mr. Rosenberg 
where Mr. Bartlett had gone. Mr. Rosenberg told me he had 
gone to Malaspina. Some of the Indians told me that Mr. 
Bartlett had gone to Malaspina. Chief Harry came up to me 
that eveni. and asked me the following question "Is it 
true Victoria Government kick you out as istrate?" I 
asked him he should ask me such a question. He said 
"Jack Bartlett told me" 

that I was no longer a Magistrate. The tale ran all wound 
the village that I was no longer a Magistrate. The Indians 
took it for granted that they were free lances. 

Strange to say that Mr. Rosenberg came to me within a 


or two after and told me that the Chief had asked him fit 
was true that I was no longer a Magistrate. On the third 
of December we had all this drunken riot. 


eryenee Paul, the Indian policeman makes the following declar- 
ation: 


"I, Francis Paul, Indian Policeman of Church House, do 
solemnly declare that - 

fwo or three days before the drunken trouble on Decem- 
ver drd. between Indians of Church House, I spoke to Dominion 
Constable T.1. Bartlett and told him that a lot of drinking 
was gOing on in the Village. I asked him to go away and come 
back on the Friday night, when it was dark, to leave his boat 
at Thompson's wharf, and to row over to the reserve in his 
row boat when I would meet him, and we would then clear up 
the people who were drinking. 1 told him who the people were 
who were making the drink - Jack Bartlett he don't want to do 
it, and tell me he don't care. I asked him two or three times 
to do this, so we can make the Village better and step the 
drinking, but Jack he won't do it. I know Jack Bartlett he 
trade 01d clothes for baskets. 


I make 
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I make this solemn declaration, conscientiously believing 
4% to be true and knowing that it is of the same force and 
effect as if made under oath, and by virtue of the "Canada 
Evidence Act." 


Saturday night I had all the trouble. 

I spoke to Mr. Bartlett about this and told Mr. Bartlett what 
the Chief had said when he returned after the trial, and Mr. 
Bartlett denied that he had told the Chief this but he told me, 
Mr. Bartlett told me that the Chief had been down to his boat 
and told him this, that I had lost magistracy, thereby turn- 
ing the little tale upside down; that instead of Mr. Bartlett 
telling the Chief, the Chief told Mr. Bartlett. 

And there is no doubt in my mind that the spreading of this 
rumour amongst the Indians, whether Mr. Bartlett is responsible 
for it or the Chief is responsible for it, was the cause of all 
the trouble and drunken riot which we had on the Reserve, on 
the 4th. December. 


Some time in November Chief Harry reported to me that Dave 

Paul's house was broken into and said that he had got two wit- 
nesses, viz, Mrs. Pallen and Mrs. Jasper Joseph; % Mrs Hackett 
and Mrs. Bassett were the two culprits. Mr. Bartlett arrived 
with Mr. Rosenberg at about 4 p.m. Tuesday the 8th. of November, 
the day after Thanksgiving Day, and in the evening he came to our 
quarters and I told him about this matter in our quarters and 
asked him to make some investigation. "It served them right" 

the Constable said. I have never heard that Mr. Bartlett took 
any steps in the matter, nor did he. 


I am a Magistrate and the Indians report these things to me and 
expect me to do what I can and I do what I can. I can not always 
be sending for the Provincial Police to do this work, as they 
frequently grumble at havi to do work which they consider 
should be done by the Dominion Constable. 


The trading of clothes and old boots for baskets with Indians 
seems to me a most pernicious thing. 

I would like to draw your attention to this because I think it 

is a most pernicious thing to do, to be trading and bartering 
Clothes for baskets and baske e I do not know from what 
source these 014 clothes are obtained, other than I have been 
tola by Mr. Perry that charitable institutions and persons are 

in the habit of contributing wearing apparel for indigent Indians. 


One was an old lady's overcoat of a fawn color. It was shown to 
me by the Indians. The boots were cloth boots. 


MR. DITCHBURN: I wish to ask you whether I have given you a patient hearing, 


whether you have had every ooportunity to lay your case before 
me. 


MR. GARLAND: Yes. There is nothing more I have to gay, sir. 


MR. DITCHBURN: Mr. Bartlett,you have heard these charges made against you by 
Mr. Garland to the effect that you have not been carryi out 
your duty as constable and that you have been making sta ents 
with regard to other officials of the Department who are your 
superiors as far as office is concerned. 

I wish to have a full statement in that regard. 


Mr. Bartlett took the oath.

Jamary dealing with 
the statement that you make of himself with regara to his 
household situation in that you told him that you received

UR. BARTLETT; except to say how I heard it. On November 19th. I was at 

the float at Egmont. i had just returned from a trip 

Jervis Inlet in which I struck a log,and ran into Egmont to 
make temporary repairs to the Doat. While I was in the row 
poat standing at the bow of the launch, a white man, fisherman 
came slong and started to talk to me. He asked me where I 
come fram. I told him I had come from Church House. He then 
asked me what the trouble was with the schoolmaster up at 
Church House. I asked him what trouble and he told me that he 
had heard from the Indiens that Mr. Garland was Mre. Garland's 
father and that the children were his grendehildren. I told 
him I knew nothing at all about 4t. When I returned to Church 
House I was having an argument with Mr. Garland on the float 
on the 9th. of December. Mr. Garland was telling me things 
he had heard about me and I told him that I had heard this 
Dut asked him first of ail not to tell Mre. Garland, but ao 
to let him knew what people were saying about him. I sat 
nothing at all about living in a estate of incest. Simply what 
I stated here. 


DITCHBURN: Did you ever repeat thie story to anybody else? 


BARTLETT: Yes. Just Father Bellot before he went up to Church House on 
the Christmas trip. 


BARTLETT: I remember the incident but it has been distorted quite a lot 
I remember talking to Ur. Garland about it up in the school 
house.then Mr. MoLean was here from Ottawa he had an appoint- 
ment with Mr. Perry one morning and got phoni. the office and 
asking if Mr. Perry was there yet, and about 10 o'olook Mr. 
Perry came in and he told Miss Delaney and myself that he had 
been up to see Mr. MoLean. I told him that Mr. Molean had 
beon phoning him all the morning. Mr. Perry said he had been 
up but could not find a place to park his car, 80 he came to 
the office, and went back to the Vancouver Hotel. 

There was nothing related about being a liar. 


I had an appointment to drive Mr. MoLean out to Haney md I was 
in touch with him over night. I told him I would be fixing 
the car and when I was rendy I would communicate with him et 
the Hotel. In the morning I was fixing my car. I could find 
no guitable place to park my car and arrived at the orfice to 
get my mail. I vent back and picked up lér. MoLean and drove 
him out to Haney. 


MR. BARTLETT: When I went up first of all to Church House with the Indian 
Agent, we went up on Mr. Halliday's boat from Alert Bay, Mr. 
nee wf himself and the Hngineer. All wore Royal Vancouver 
Yacht Club caps, which Mr. Halliday supplied. I think this is 
what Mr. Garland refers to. I have never mentioned Mr, Perry 
dressed up in yachtsman's clothes, but I mentioned Mr. Hallida; 
in Alert Bay. 


I again repeat that Mr. Bartlett ridiculed Mr. Perry dressed 

up as a yachtsman and then pointed cut that he aped a yachts- 
man. 

: ae never heard Mr. Halliday's name mentioned. So help me, 
oa.

you hove referred to Mr. Perry as a broken down Methodist 
minister. 


I may have mentioned to Mr. Garland that ifr. Perry may have

Galls and getting letters ready. 


(Speaking of an arrangement he had made with Mr. Perry to 
have his work done by the Indian Agent's stenographer) 

I was to have my work done from 9 to 10 o’olock, and then 
I am through, and the stenographer takes charge of Mr. 
Perry's work. 


eceeeand my night work more than makes up for that. 


Mr. Garland also staten that you alluded to Inspector Cairns 
in a very incredible Way in that you state..cccccese - 


I remember saying something about Mr. Cairns when we were 
going up to Bute Inlet and of the number of schools he had 
to look after and this took him Oll his time, but if he had 
to look after all the schools in the Province he would not 
last five minutes. 


There are 15 or 16 Provincial School Inspectors covering the 
same territory that I do. 


T have lasiei more than five Minutes. I have lasted fifty 
years in the public service. 


Referring 
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(Referring to the incident of advising Mr. Garland to write to 
Ottawa about requisitions) 

I do not remember that incident at all 

He had a pile of envelopes, so that he could compare the dates 
and that if Mr. Perry 414 not answer his letters he would 

write direet to Mr. Ditchburn. 


Some of my letters in the early part of my service there were 
not answered for six weeks, but it was due to lr. Bartlett 
talking with us that led me to write to say that in my Govern- 
ment service I had always been taught that no matter now 
trivial the contents might appear to the recipient, it deserved 
the courtesy of a reply. My answer was a courteous and 
satisfactory reply. 

and I know that the letters had all received a reply, I am 
satisfied, afterwards. 


BARTLETT: (re the Dominion elections) I have never told that to anybody 
and I know I am not qualified to be an Indian Agent. 
But I remember Mr. Garland saying to me that if there was a 
change in elections, Mr. Perry would be the first to go. 


BARTLETT: (re sanitary conditions at Church House) 
I made a report on that, Mr, Ditehburn, and I stated that 
the 


MR. PERRY: Ghat the report led up to the Commissioner's recommendati on 
that the sanitary conditions be improved, and as explained 
in my evidence yesterday it was handled by the Water Power 
Branch, and the sanitary conditions that were complained of 
then are now in good condition. 


The habits of the Indians were the same, that is the sanitary 
conditions. 


His conversations with me and his reports vary greatly. " and 
I will support you in every way and I will send you = copy of 
this report" And when I spoke to Mr. Perry about this after- 
wards, I forget when, Mr. Perry told me the report Mr. Bartlett 
made was that the village was no worse than any other village. 


I will say that what we have done for the improvement of the 
mesure conditions is as satisfactory as it can humanly be 
one. 

These Indians will let any officials take off their coats and 

do their work, if they will do it. 


MR. DITCHBURN: Mr. Garlami states that on one occasion when a boat came into 
Church House with two Indian girls and Predergast on board 
and the girls were to make an affidavit ....secesece 


MR. BARTLETT: I have already turned in a report to Mr. Perry on the whole 
matter and have it on file. 


The launch came in to Church House and was tied up at the 
wharf. I asked them what they were doing there and they said 
they brought Prendergast home from Redonda Bay. I made them 
put their launch inside the float and told them not to go away. 
In the morning I took them up to Mr. Garland to make a state- 
ment as to what they were doing et Church House. At the end 


of the 
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MR BARTLETT: of the float one of the girls refused to go along so I gave 
her a boost with my knee. I did not knock her down or kick 
her as stated by Mr. Garland. 
Jessie Louie, 17, is married to a white man and does not 
come under the Indian Act. and Catherine Louie is only 
144, and there is no institution to which we could send 
this girl even if she was brought up and convicted, a# 
Indian girls are not permitted in the Industrial Home. 


We had nothing on Prendergast at all, and the charge could 
not be laid as the girls denied everything about it and we 
had nothing to go on. 


MR. DITCHBURN: Mr. Garland has stated that Mr. Bartlett does not carry out 
his duties in the manner in which he should do, that he is 
careless as for instance the mamer in which he measured 
up the houses to be painted. 


MR. BARTLETT: I can tell you how the measurements were taken. 
It was raining hard at the time. I got a stick and measured 
it,six feet. I had a ruler and measured the stick. 
Measured the front andi sides of the house, along the base 
and from that I was able to estimate the height of the walls. 
The windows I did not bother about because I had all kinds 
of photographs I could get the windows from. It was only 
approximate and when I made out the report for the painter 
I put in the average number of windows in the house. 


I have always found Constable Bartlett when asked for data 
along this line to be correct and right. He is a first 
Class engineer, as you know. 

I have found the constable exceedingly careful and thorough 
if I had asked him for a definite estimate. 


He bs "BAER PoP aR AITO MEER SRE PRSES ORES OX: 


I made no remark about this measurement at that time, but I 
wrote to Mr. Perry about the measurement if there was any- 
thing wrong I wished to disassociate myself with the onus. 


MR. BARTLETT: (referring to the charge that he had taken no steps to 
find out about the flour from Mr. Gerrard's store found at 
Mrs. Pallen's house.) I remember the time on June 23rd. 
that Mr. Garland talks about. I left Mr. Perry at Sliammon 
and went on up to Church House to put a look on the school 
house door and also to enquire about Freddie Blaney, a sick 
Indian boy,with a view to taking him down to Powell River. 
I put the lock on the door which any ten year old kid could 
have done without me going up. I went with Mr. Garland to 
see Freddie Blaney. He was too sick to move and I under- 
atand he died two days afterwards. 
Mr. Perry was waiting for me at Powell River. I had no time 
to attend to the flour business at the time.Indians receiv- 
ing relief,if they have a little flour on hand will some- 
times trade it for other food which they have got amongst 
themselves, such as deer meat, possibly that is now Mrs. 
Pallen got it from the other Indian. I have been up there 
two or three times since, but have heard nothing more about 
it. I did not refuse to look into it. I had to leave then 
80 as to get back to Sliammon. 


I can not say whether I dia or not. I dort think I did. 

It happened as I pulled out, otherwise I would have reported 
it to Mr. Perry. 

Sophie Wilson wanted her relief changed to Powell River from 
Church House. I told her fhat I had nothing to do with that 
but to go back and clean up her house. I said nothing to 
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@MR. BARTLETT: (Re the charge that he refused to look into the matter of 

the boom chains for Isaac Francis ) 

I arrived at Church House about 3 pom. the 13th. February 
taking fran Powell River the $25.00 from Prendergast to Rand 
to the Magistrate. I saw Mr. Garland and he is quite right 
what he told you about that, put boom chains are ve hard 
to idensify and the Indian had no identification marks on them 
at all, mo way of telling they were his. 


When I was at Powell River I received a telegram from the 
Indian Agent about trouble at Jervis Inlet, and made @ special 
trip to Church House with the money for the fine 

and I left Church House at 4.25 peme, not 6 pom. a8 stated by 
Mr. Garland. 


I stopped at Squirrel Cove at 7epem. and left at 8.45 ame 
and arrived at Sliammon at 11.40 a.m. I had to get up to 
Jervis Inlet. 


MR. DITCHBURN: There is an Indian report through Mr. Garland that the Indian's 
boom chains had apparently been stolen and he believed that 
Mr. Secord had them in his boat three miles away at Mushkin. 


MR. BARTLETT: There was nothing to identify them. 


MR. DITCHBURN: I consider you should have looked into it. It was not as if 
you had to go many miles. 
The matter was important enough to warrant an investigation at 
the time, and I think that as Mre Bartlett did not give this 
attention he was remiss in his duty. 


MR. BARTLETT: (Re Chief Harry's statement that Mr. Bertlett had told him Mr. 
Garland was no longer a Magistrate.) 
I left Church House on December lst. intending to go to 
Malaspina Arm, but the boat was leaking badly so I went to 
Squirrel Cove. 
I dia not make this statement. ‘The Chief came down to my boat 
and asked me about the matter. I told him I dia not know 
anything about it. 
Shortly afterwards I saw Mr. Garland and denied tt to Mr. 
Garland. ‘There were the two of us in the village and if Mr. 
Garland had wanted to he could have got us together. I have 
not the slightest information where Chief Harry got it. 


MR. BARTLETT: (Re affidavit of Francis Paul) I remember making some arrange- 
ment with Francis Paul to go away and come back again on some 
night, but no definite date made at this time when I was up 
there. We just talked it over, as doing it some time. If 
Francis said there was a date, he is wrong. 

About the Indians who were making home brew, Mr. Garland knows 
them all there and in fact he had them up before him and got 
the home brew and everything, and instead of charging him of 
peing in possession of home brew, he let him go on @ light fine 
of being drunk.

is brought to your attention of that kind it is important to 
make some arrangement to cope with it. 


wR. wARTLETT: The only way te do this is to sneak up on them, as long as I an 
in the village there is no trouble at all. 


MR.DITCHBURN: As to the question of your disposing of o14 clothes to Indians 
for baskets, the assumption taken from the charge in the first 
place was to the effect that these 01d clothes disposed of to 
Indians were those supplied by the Department for distribution 
to indigent Indians. 


MR. BARTLETT: When I went up to Church Houge on my last trip, I took up one 
lady's coat, some old silk stockings and about two dozen pairs 
of new shoes which I purchased myself here in Vancouver. They 
were old style shoes but brani new and I got them very cheap 
and thought I would give them to the Indians for Christmas. 

I gave away shoes at Squirrel Cove ani Church House, receiving 
nothing in exchange for them, and the coat I offered to Mrs. 
Francie raul cor & basket but ahe had no good baskets and I 44 
not trade. | 
Mrs. Peter Harry came voluntarily to the boat and offered me / 
trade for the coat, which I accepted and gave her girl two 
pairs of shoes. I can give you the name and address of the 
that sent up the coat if you wish. Mrs. Harry appeared to be 
quite satisfied. + was @ g00d coat. 


After we moved from the Holden Building to the Winch Building 
Mr. Perry was putting away some sweaters in the safe of the 
office which had been received from Mr. Ditchburn for distribu- 
tion to indigent Indians. ‘Two of the packages had been torn 
open and the moths had got into two sweaters. Mr. Perry told 

me to burn them, take them away and destroy them or something 
for fear the moths would get into the other sweaters. I told Mr. 
Perry if he did not mind I could use those 014 sweaters down on 
the boat for he, | the dirty work,and Mr. Perry said it was all 
right. I took the sweaters into my office and just then 

P noial Constable Boyt came into the office. He asked me wher 
IPtie sweaters and I told him, telling him he could have one if 
he wished for working on his boat. Sometime later I sent under 
Mr. Pe 's instructions two sweaters up to Chief George Harry 
at Church House. These are all the sweaters I have handled 

as the others are locked up in Mr. Perry's safe, of which I have 
not the combination and no means of getti at. 

When at Church House on my last visit I noticed Mr. Garland 
wearing one of these issued sweaters. I asked him where he got 
it and he replied that he bought it from the Chief for $1.00.

In reply I beg to say thot, after fully considering this 
report, the Department has decided that it would be in the best 
interests of the work to dispense with the services of Mr. and Mrs. 
Garland at the end of the present academic year, vis. June 30th, 
next. The Department has noted the finding of Mr. Ouirns and 
pesehe thet a spirit of hostility and unrest existe at Church 
louse between certain factions and Mr. and Mrs, Garland, You 
should give them due notice before the let of June, next, thut their 
services will not be required after the date above mentioned. 


Mr. Garlund should prepare and forward to you returns 
of attendance and days taught covering the period of his services, 
and this you should forward to the Department in order that pay= 
ment of salary due him can be made, 


The aprointment of a teacher and matron to begin duties 
when the school reopens after the summer holidays next should 
receive your attention in due time, and you should take this matter 
up with Very Rev. John Welch, 0.u.%., 59 Blackwood St., New 
Westminster, who was interested in the appointment of the Gurlanda, 
with a view to having him nominate suitable persons for the 
ositions of teacher and matron, respectively. In this connection 

would refer you to your letter of March 30th, 1926, relative to 
the appointment of the Garlands. The names, qualifications and 
experience of the parties nominated by Rev. Father Welch should be 
forwarded in due time for the approv:l of the Department.

\ I beg to refer to Departmental letter Noe 
167-3321, dated January 25th. last, in which ins truc- 
tions were sent to me to proceed to Church House Reserve 
No. 6- of the Homalco Band and investigate certain 
charges of alleged misconduct on the part of Mre Ae He 
Garland, Indian School teacher, towards certain Indian 
women as complained of by certain Homalco Indians to 
the Department. 


I desire to report that, after issuing forms 
of summons to all parties concerned, and upon request 
made by me to the Indian Commissioner that Mre Re He 
Cairns, Inspector of Indian Schools for British Columbia, 
should be invited to accompany me and assist in the 
investigation of the complaints, the Inspector and I 
visited Church House by steamer on March 3rd. and made 
arrangements for the inquiry to commence at 10 aeme 
Monday, March 5th. On the latter date we opened the 
inquiry with all parties concerned present at the Indian 
Day School pbuilding. 


William Mitchell, Indian Constable of Squirrel 
Cove acted as a special and independent interpreter, and 
he and all witnesses were placed on oath. 


During three days of very careful examination, 
twenty-one witnesses were heard, pro and con. We made a 
thorough effort to get at the very bottom of the com- 
plaints, and are of the opinion that a plot had been most

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cunningly laid and executed by about ten Indians, mostly 
relatives and tribal associates of Chief George Harry, 
headed by him, these Indians,both male and female, being 
mostly of undoubted questionable character. This was 
supported by a volume of sworn evidence, of insufficient 
depth however to justify either the plot itself or even 
the suggestion of actual immoral conduct on the part of 
Mr. Garland. 


Three women accused Mr. Garland of immoral 
relations with them, and a fourth, in addition to one of 
the three mentioned claimed that lir. Garland had given 
them intoxicants as an inducement to the misconduct. The 
husband of one of the three first named supported the 
testimony of his wife. 


Vr. Garland submitted the witnesses to a most 
éruelling cross-examination in his defence against the 
charges, as @ result of which we were impressed with the 
belief that the charges were false andi the characters 
making them were perjuring themselves. 


In summing up the evidence taken at the inquiry 
it is believed thet the motive of the Indians who made 
the charges were: 


1. Jealousy of Chief Harry against Alex Paul ,Chief 
chosen by the Priest to represent the Roman 
Catholic Church, 


The activity of lir. Garland as Indian Day School 
teacher in having Chier Harry's son Jimmy 
compelled to attend school. 


The search of Chier Harry's house for intoxicants 
under warrant issued by Mr. Garlana acting as 
Stipendiary Magistrate, 


The conviction in Court by Mr. Garland of relatives 


of Chief Harry following a drunken braw } 
reserve on December ord. last. atin ens 


The women 
—S Women 
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The women used by Chief Harry to further the 
cherges against Mr. Garland were of bad character 
and Chief Harry believed he could get them to 
swear falsely on grounds of immorality. 


Those who witnessed the documents setting forth 
the charges were also relatives and friends of 
Chief Harry and these were of apparent necessity 
to the combination. 


While we are decidedly of the belief that Mr. 
Garland is not guilty of the offences alleged against him, 
we feel however that the following portions of Mr.Gerland's 
evidence should be commented upon: viz- 


le When charged by Indien woman Sophie Wilson with 
having kissed her at Sliammon Reserve in the presence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nicholson, teacher and matron, respectively, 
Mr. Garland said:- 


"I deny the Sliammon incident emphatically." 


In this matter a letter (Exhibit Nosed.) is sent herewith 
Signed by Mr. and Mrs, Nicholson which confirms the evidence 
of the Indian woman Sophie Wilson, 


Be In his evidence of defence lir. Garlana further 
stated: 


"I have never had a liquor permit, nor liquor in 
these quarters," 


In this matter a letter (Exhibit No.2.) is sent herewith 
Signed by Mr. Garland soon after he took over the Position 
of teacher asking Constable Bartlett to send him & bottle 
of rum and a bottle of brandy. ‘The Constable refused to do 
as lr. Garland asked. Later Mr, Garland entered a bottle 
of brandy in an official requisition for drug Supplies, and 
this item was deleted at the Vancouver office, 


It should be stated that on our arrival at Church 


House we found the Indians of the reserve in a hi 
gh state 
of excitement, two Pival factions appearing as a mine ready 


to explode 
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e:. explode on the slightest provocation, one of these factions 
being in sympathy with Mr. Garland and the other strongly 


against him. 


During the course of the inquiry we observed that 
both Mr. and Mrs. Garland displayed a conspicuous lack of self 
control and their hostile attitude and vociferous language 
coupled with the observable movements of the eldest daughter 
(age 14) of Mr. and Mrs. Garland who was very active in the 
matter of her father's defence, gave rise to the belief that 
these people are not suitable persons to maintain the peace 
and goodwill desired in this village, and we feel that if 
they are allowed to remain there there will be further trouble 
between them and the Indians; as it is clear that Mr. and Mrs. 
Garland's tendency is to foment trouble through partisanship 
and favoritism. 


We are able to state without hesitation that improve- 
ment is seen in the discipline and school work in the classroom 
at Homalco Indian Day School under Mr. Garland, but the work 
of the Field Matron is undoubtedly hampered through the 
admitted dispositions of Mr. and Mrs. Garland not to leave 
their school quarters after sunset because of their fear of the 
Indians, although generally her work is otherwise seemingly 
satisfactory. 


Mention should be made also of a statement made by 
Mrs Gerland to the Commissioner at Vancouver that she was 
obliged to give her young daughter (age 14) a stick to carry 
in order that she may ward off, if necessary, bands of Indian 
lads bent on mischief towards her. 


We feel thet these three young children should no 
longer remain amongst the Indians at Church House it being 
brought to my attention also that they foment considerable 
trouble amongst the Indian children, 


When Mr. Garland was appointed it was pointed out to 
the Department that it had been our Policy up to that time not 
to have a teacher and matron with a young family at this 
village, and the acceptance of the Garlands to fill these 
vacancies and our allowing them to €° with their three children

Three women nccuged lire Gurland of inmorai 
relations with them, ond a fourth, in addition to one of 
the three mentioned claimed that lire Garland had given 
them intoxicants oe an inducement to the misconduate The 
husband of one of tie three first named supported the 
testimony of his wife. 


Mire Garland submitted the witnesses to a most 
gruelling crosa-examination in his defence against the 
charges, a6 a result of which we were impressed with the 
belief that the charges were feise am the characters 
making them were perjuring themselves. 


In summing up the evidence taken at the inquiry 
it is belleved that the motive of the Indians who made 
the gharges were:

In this matter a letter (/oh1bit Geile) in sent herewith 
signed b, Mre Garland soon after he took over the position 
of teacher asking Constable Bartlett to send him a bottle 
of rum and a bottle of brandye The Constavle refused to co 
ns Mire Garland asked. Later li. Garland entered a bottle 
of brandy fn an offfelal requisition for drug supplies, oad 
this item was deleted at the Vancouver offlode 


It should be stated thet on our arrival at Church 
House we found the Indians of the reserve fn a high state 
of exeitement, two rival factions appearing os o mine ready 


to explode

to explode on the alighteont provocation, one ef these factions 
being in sympathy with lure Garland and the other strongly 
against hin. 


During the course of the inquiry we observed that 
both Mire and Mr@e Carland Qisplayed a conspicuous lask of sels 
Gontrol and their hostile attitude oné vociferous language 
coupled with the observable movements of the eldest daughter 
(age 14) of lr. ané Mrs. Garland who was very votive in the 
matter of her father's defence, gave rise to the belief that 
these people are not suitable persous to maintain the peace 
end goodwill desired in thie ville ge, end we feel that if 
they are allowed to remain there thers will ve further trouble 
vetween than and the indians; as it is clear that Mr. and l'rBe 
Garland's tendency is to foment trouble through partisanship 
ond favoritiam.e 


ve are able to state without hesitation that improves 
ment is seen in the Giseipline ani school work in the classroom 
at Homaleco Indian =~ Sehool under tir. Garland, but the work 
of the Field Matron is undoubtedly hampered through the 
admitted dispositions of lire and Mre. Garland not to leave 
their school quarters after sunset because of their fear of the 
Indians, although generally her work {a ctherwise seemingly 
satisfactory. 


liention should be made alaeo of a statement made by 
Kye Garland to the Commissioner at Vanoowver that she was 
obliged to give her young daughter (age 14) o stivk to carry 
in order that she may ward ofr, if necessary, bunds of Indian 
dads vent on mischief towards her, 


We feel that these three young aiildren should no 
longer remain amongst the indians et Ghureh Ueuse it being 
brought to my attention also that they rvoment conaiderable 
trouble amonget the Indian children.

We are satisfied thet a decided spirit of hostility 
and unrest exiats ut Church llouse partly between two factions 
and partly between one of tiene factions and hre Gerlande 
This being the case, and also as we are of Gpinion that Mre and 
Mree Garland are not aufficiently well balanced either in their 
experience with Indiens or in their disposition towards things 
and pergons in general, we recommend that the Department 
request Reverend Father Bellot, district priest at Squamish 
Uission Reserve, North Vancouver, ele, to ugk the responsible 
Chureh authorities to eall for the early resignation of lire

To overcome thie condition, it wight be 
advisable to moke & Ch.Ne* in the annusl holidey -egriod - the school 
to be kept open during the two summer months ona closed during 
Sertember anu October. If you consider that this chan; in the 
holiday periou would overcome the present difficulty as reyurds 
attendance, I shall be ple ged to have your recomueniation as to 
whether you would advise tht the change mentioned be made in the 
holidsy period or not. The only other solution woulda be the plecing 
of these children in residential schools. 


Please advise the teacher that the Department is not prepared 
to approve of the echeme outlinea by him for the cure ot the Indion 
chilaren while their purents are absent from tne Reserve.

Those whom have not yet returned, but, whom 1 have seen, have 
expressed a keen desire to return, but cannot do so until their 
parents return or till their parents can get someone to look 
after them, parents having to be away eurning 4 living. Of the 
few who came to school on tie lst Sept., I have practically a 
full atteniance.

Garland for the positions of 
teacher and field matron, respectively, at Homalco. I have to 
confirm my night letter of the Sth instant, as follows: -

“Reference your letter thirtieth, concerning 
application of Mr. and lirs. Garland for Homalco, how old 
ies he and how many, if any, of their children will 
accompany them? Is not your estimate of cost of furnishings 
and cleaning, etc., too high?" 


I have also your telegram in this connection of 
yesterday's date and I wish to confirm my anewering night 
letter of today’s date as follows: - 


“Reference application of Garlands for Homalco, my 
telegram to you eighth instant evidently went astray. 
You may telegraph Homalco, apes Garlands at salaries 
of nine hundred and fifty dollare for ten teaching nonths 
and four hundred and eighty dollers per annum, respect- 
ively - no allowances for fuel. Authority granted 
expenditure reasonable amount for furnishing and 
renovating teacher's residenco." 


In view of your recommendation and Shat of Mr. 
Inspector Cairns, the Department has given very favourable 
consideration to the application of Mr. and lire. Garland. I 
offered no allowance for janitor service or for fuel, but made 
the teacher's salary $950 for the ten teaching months. I 
cannot agree to a monthly payment of the teacher's salary; but, 
4f he will write to you and you to the Department during each 
quarter, a part payment will be made. In practice, this would 
amount to payments every six weeks for the ten teaching months 
on the basis of 395 per month. The salary offered in the case 
of the field matron is $480 per annum end thie will be payable 
monthly, upon receipt of your monthly pay list.

I beg to estate that I, in accordance with ay 
4{netructions from the Department, spoke to the Church 
authorities, with a view to obtaining a suitable teacher 
and matron for thie school and reserve, but up to the 
preeant, I have not received any applications, the reasons 
given being that it is difficult to obtain the services of 
a suitable teacher to handle this work for the small ealary 
paid. 

The number of children of school age belonging to 
the Homalco Band of Indiane, is thirty-one, but most of 
them are, at present, away from the Aupe Reserve, where 
the school ie situated, with their parente, who are engaged 
in logging and fishing operations at various other reserves 
belonging to the band, and it ie doubtful if a sufficient 
attendance could be secured at the school until after the 
fishing season. 

I would, therefore, recommend that thie matter be 
laid over for the present, to enable me to submit to the 
Department the names of suitable candidates for the posi- 
tions of teacher and matron.

Referring to Departmental Letter dated the 
6th inst., No. 318400-1, enclosing copy of a communication 
received from Chief George Harry of the Homalco Tribe of 
Indians. 

I beg to estate that I enquired into these 
charges, as made by the Chief against the teacher, some 
time ago, and se the result of my investigation I came to 
the conclusion that it was more a matter of jealousy on the 
part of the Indian than any other cause. 

About a year ago & consignment of freight which 
was unloaded from a Steam Boat ona wharf, which ie situated 
close to the Reserve, was tampered with by the Indians, and a 
box containing liquor was broken open and the liquor stolen, 
and as a result of this a number of the Indians became intox- 
dicated, and a free fight followed. The matter was duly report- 
ed to me, and I mutually arranged with the teacher, that in 
future all freight consigned to that wharf should be put into 
the ehed, the door locked and him to hold the key. Since that 
time no further trouble hag been reported in regard to ffeight 
left on this dock, for distribution amonget the various logging 
camps in the vicinity. I may say that the Dominion Department 
of Public Worke, under whose eupervieion the wharf wae erected, 
were very pleased when they heard that Mr. Bruce was Willing to 
care for freight left there, and see that none was stolen. The 
school in which the teacher lives is situated about 150 Yards 
from the wharf and overlooking eame. I am satisfied that any 
work done by Mr. Bruce in this connection, does not in anyway 
interfere with hie duties as teacher.

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Ae to the other charges, would say that I 
do not think that the interests of the school are in any- 
Way neglected by Mr. Bruce going out in bie boat witn 
hie wife and children in the eveninge, and picking up a 
log if he finds same floating in the Straits. 

As to the teacher buying fieh , I am not 
aware that he has ever made a practise of so doing, but 
he might have etored fieh in the wharf referred to, pend- 
ing the arrival of the regular boat to transport eame to 
Vancouver. 

I believe that Mr. Bruce is kind to all the 
children, and I am sure that his wife is very ecomomical, 
and would not waste any groceries which might have been 
left there for the use of the pupils. She told me that 
about a year ago the Indiane left some rice which was dan- 
aged from getting damp, and unfit for food, so she told 
the Indians that she had thrown it out. 

Trusting thie explanation is satisfactory.

On the 26th ultimo Mx. Willies Thompson, teacher of 
the Fomalco Indian Day School, situated on the Aupe Reserve, visited 
thie office end informed me that Acting Chief George Harry had taken 
the supplies which were sent by me to the school, into his ow house 
and refused to deliver them to the teachers 

On the 28th ultimo Mre Thompson again visited this 
office; acting Chief George Harry 9150 paid me a visit on the same 
dey. In conversation with George Harry, he informed me that he had 
placed the goods in his house for safe-Keeping, as he understood 
from Inspector Green, that Mro Thompson was going to leave, and that 
he, (the Inspector) would be able to supply them with another teacher 
about the beginning of new yeare 

On the and inst. I started for Church House (aupe Re- 
serve), but owing to the fact that a B.deR. car had left the track, 
therevy blocking the traffic for some three hours; I did not arrive 
in Vancouver in time to catoh the boate 

On the 6th inst., I visited the reserve which is situ- 
ated about 120 miles north from here. I held a meeting of the In- 
dians, and I found that they were very much dissatisfied with Mre 
‘Thompson’ a actions, in regard to the way in which he had been cor 
ducting the school; but the greatest trouble seemed to be in connec 
tion with the facte that Mr. Thompson, the teacher, had preémted 
160 acres of land adjoining the reserve, on which preanption the 
sohool 18 erected; and the Indians had laid out their cemeter¥e 
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-2< 
As thie hae been reported on fully w my predecessor, I do not think 
it 1@ necessary for me to dwell upon it further then te sq, that I 
understand, and 60 informed them, that the Department of Indian 
Affairs have arranged with the provincial Depertment of Lands and 
Works to secure for the Indians, al1 that portion of kr. fhempson's 
preemption on which the Indians hed made improvements, or to which 
they laid claim. I further informed the Indians, that I understood 
that a provincial land surveyor, named Mre Rhodes, BeGeleSe, nad 
been instructed to make the necessary survey; Mr. Rhodes having 
arranged to accompany me up on the boat for that purpose, but for 
some reason, then unknown to me, he or his representative did not 
come. I found out afterwards that he had missed the boat. 

My reason for wishing to be present with the surveyor 
was in order that I might use my influence with the Indians, and also 
with Mr. Thompson, ae to where the boundary line of the new survey 
should be run, as Mr. Thompson claims, that while he is willing to 
let the Indians have all the land to which in his opinion they have 
any claim, he is of the opinion that they are asking for more than 
they are in justice entitled to. The Indians have a tracing of a 
suggested boundary to this new survey, furnished to them by the pro- 
vinoiel Department of Lands and Worke, which no doubt will be a guide 
to the surveyor when he goes on to the ground to do the works 

In regard to the school, the Indians informed me that 
they had closed it some ten days previous to ny arrival. 

I pointed out to them, that they had made a mistake in doing so, and 
that the best thing they could do was to send their children to 


@oheol, as Mr. Thompeen was going to reuain and teaoh until the 
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Slet of Maroh next. This they all agreed to do, and I am in hopes 
that there will be no more trouble between the teacher and the In- 
dians, for some time. 

I had the school supplies taken from the Chief's 
hnouse and delivered at the school, and checked them over to see that 
every thing was in order before I left.

ef his time.He alse han a chicken heuse under the soheel building 
where he keeps quite a number ef chickens. 

Mr. Thempsen is trying te sell his"pre-emptien recerd® (Whésh 
includes the greund en which the scheel building stands,and en 
which the twe Indian graveyards are situated),te ether white men, 
netwithstanding the fact that the Land and Yerkes Department ef 
the Previneial devernment at Victeria,have netified him tRat the 
igreund en which scheel heuse and grave yards are ,weuld be taken 
eut ef his pre-emptien. 

The Chief Geerge Harry helde a sketch map given him by the 
Deputy Cemnissiener ef Lands and Werks, Victeria,shewing hew the 
survey celd be made,se as te add te the Indian Reserve, the land 
en which the graveyards and scheel heuse stand.The Indians weuld 
be perfectly satisfied with thia. 

I beg te respectfully recemmend that the Department cause a 
survey te be made as seen as pessible accerding te the plan 
purpesedas shewn in the aketch map given te the chief. 

I had Mr. Thempsen and the Indianm tegether. They charged him 
with drunkenness,whioh he dehied,but admitted drinking,but as his 
Neuse(the scheel building) is net at present reserved,he says he 
ean de what he likesd en his ewn pre-amptien.One evening near 
midnight he fired a rifle eff fifteen times.He deelared he was 
net drunk,hut mad. 

Tt is urgent fer the success ef the scheel and the geed ef 


the Indians that a survey be made,and that Nr.Thempsen be released 
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I infermed him the scheel ceuld net centinue as at present 
and that I sheuld recenmend te the Department that his services

I found a good deal of friction existing between the 
Indians and It Tnompson,tne teacher. In fact they had previous 
to my arrival at the reserve,requested him to resign. The 
main cause of the trpuble appears to be on account of the 
Thompson pre-empting the land adjoining the reserve,on which 
their graveyard is. I assured the Indians that the Depart- 
ment has the matter in hand now,and would very likely be abbe 
to arrange the matter to their satisfaction. Refore I left 
the reserve I succeeded in getting them all in good humor, 
and they agreed tc allow !'r Thompson to continue teaching unt 
until July. If tne land question could be settled in the 
meantime,Ithink they will be satisfied for I’ Thompson to 
continue teaching amm even after the lst of Yuly.

In further reference to my letter of the Sth instant, 
No. 247/14, concerning the report which reached the Depart- 
ment that Mr. Thompson, teacher of the Homalco Day School, 
hae for some time past been neglecting his work, I have the 
nonor to state that I visited the school in questicn on the 
22nd inetant and inquired fully into the case, and the only 
fault the Indians found with Mr. Thompson was that he did not 
open the schcol, they said, before 11 a.m. Mr. and Mrs. 
Thompson, on the other hand, emphatically stated that the 
schecl is in session from 10 a.m. to 12 noon,and from 1 pen. 
to 3 p-m.; and that the children residing in the school 
puilding also receive instructions from 7 pem to 8 D-le; 
that these hours are adhered to except on occasions when the 
parente are in the village and the children live at home, 
and it happens that some of the children are late in arriving 
at the school. 

Mr. Thompson, who has had a good many years’ experience 
in teaching Indian schools, does not think it advisable to 
keep Indian children longer in schocl] than the above mention- 
ed hours. 

I reached the school at 7 a.m. on the 22nd instant,on 
the SS. Cowichan, and the mail was carried on the same boat,

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and was sorted in about ten minutes after arrival. It 
contained mail matter for Mr. and Mra. Thompson and several 
of the Indians cf the band, and also letters and papers for 
some white men working in a logging camp near the reserve, 
who came about 8 p.m. for their mail. This constituted the 
post Master's duties for the day, and as it only occurs 

once a week, I could not see that the fact of the post office 
being kept in the school, interfered in any way with the 
school duties; of the teacher;and the Indians are as 
anxious to have it there ae Mr. Thompson is. 

The Indians used to bother Mrs. Thompson a good deal 
in writing letters to Vancouver for them for small supplies 
such as candy, fruit, pins, needles, thread, etc., and she 
decided that it would be more convenient for her to keep a 
emall supply of such articles, more to accomodate and please 
the Indians, particularly the women and children, than for 
ary profit she might make. She showed me the stock she had 
on hand, which might easily be packed in a suit-case. I 
asked the Indians if they had any objections to Mra. Thompson 
Keeping such articles for sale for their convenience, and 
they informed me that they wished her to continue doing so, 
as they all like candy, but they never went to the schoo) 
during school hours. 

When I arrived at the school, Mr. Thompson informed 
me that he was out of fire wood, and I at once went to the 
Indians and requested them to get to work to provide wood 
for the school. They all got to work, and in a couple of 
hours, they had cut and carried out of the bush, enough wood 
to last for about four months. 

Mr. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Thompson have worked hard since they 
took charge of the school, and Mrs. Thompson has acted like 
a@ good, kind mother to the children, and they have become 
very much attached to her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Thompson were very mich annoyed to think 
that after all they had done for these children, that the 
parente, who know nothing about sohool work, should accuse 
them of neglecting their duties; in fact, they were so upset 
about the matter that they had, before ny arrival , decided 
to leave the school, and this would certainly mean the 
closing of the school for an indefinite period, as it is 
almost an impossibility to secure the services of a person 
of any knowledge of teaching to go to such an out of the 
way place. 

From the progress made by the pupils, which I consider 
compares very favorably with that of other schcols, it is 
evident that Mr. Thompson has not neglected his duties, and 
the complaint sent to the Department appears to have been 
got up by Billy Blainey and Alex Paul, who are not classed 
ae the best members of the band. 

Before I left the school, all the Indians shook hands 
with Mr. Thompson, and promised to assist him as much as 
possible in providing for the needs of the school if he 
would consent to stay, and he promised to do ao. 

In view of the fact that the small articles kept for 
sale by Mra. Thompson does not interfere with the working of 
the school, and 19 a convenience to the Indians, who have 
no store within ten or twelve miles of the reserve, I recom 
mend that a license be granted to Mra. Thompson.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the Sist ultimo, No. 318400/1, in regard to the 
report which reached the Department that Mr. Thompson, 
Teacher of the Homalco Day School, has for some time past 
peen neglecting his work. 

In reply I beg to sey that before I can furnish the 
full report asked for by the Department, it will be neces- 
sary for me to visit the school and investigate the matter, 
and I have written to Mr. Thompson asking him to let me 
know when the principal members of the band will be at their 
village, as I desire to meet them as soon as possible. 

About the lst ultimo, Billy Blainey, 4 member of the 
Homalco band, called at my office and stated that Mr. 
Thompson had yurchased the land adjoining their reserve, on 
which their grave-yard is situated, and that he (Thompson ) 
said he was going to charge the Indians $5.00 for each grave 
they would require in future, that he objected to their 
cutting fire-wood for the school on this land, and also that 
he was late in opening the school. I at once wrote to Mr. 
Thompson for an explanation, and I enclose herewith his re- 
ply, dated the 12th ultimo. 

When I visited this school on the 14th of January last, 
I met 411 the Indians of the band, dut they made no complaint

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whatever at that time about Mr. Thompson. 

A post office was opened on the reserve last year, 
and Mr. Thompson was appointed post Master, as there was no 
one else there capable of filling the position. Owing to 
the fact that there was no pust office within ten miles of 
the reserve, the new one opened at the school is 4 great 
convenience to the teacher, the Department, and a1s0 to the 
Indians themselves, who were moet anxious to have it there. 
There is only one mail a week to this office, and as the mail 
poat arrives at the reserve early in the morning, usually at 
about 7 o*clock, I cannot see that the small amount of mail 
matter received there interferes with the working of the 
school. 

I am not aware that Mr. Thompson Keeps a store in 
the school, as I saw no indications of such when I visited 
there, but there being no store within ten miles of the 
reserve, it may be possible that Mr. Thompson at times, to 
accommodate the Indians, has 014 them provisions from his 
own supplies. 

However, I will report on this point after visiting 
the school.

OM receipt of this petition, I wrote to William Thompeon, 
the teacher cf the school, and requested him to ascertain from 
the petitioners if they expected a per capita grant of $8.90 
in addition to the salaries et present paid, viz, $9.00 a yeer, 
which I pointed out, is nearly as mach per capita for the 
average attendance at his achool, as ie paid per capita to 
the boarding schools of this agency. I enciose herewith Mr. 
Thompson's reply, and I think he must have misunderstood Mr. 
Inspector Green when discussing the matter with hin. 

I sew Mr. Green since hia inepection of this schecl, 
and we fully discussed the whole question, and he agrees with 
me that, if the Department would place $100.00 each quarter 
at the disposal of the teacher, it would enable him to pur 
cheaee provisions for the children of those parents who are 
too poor to supply their share for the maintenance of the 
echool.

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These Indians frequently complain of the hardship it 
is for them to kepgp the echool supplied with provisions, 
and sometimes when they are away from the reserve for 4 
considerable time, the provisions run short; and, if the 
teacher had funds at his disposal, he could in such cases 
purchase ewpplies tc keep the school running until the 
return of the Indians. Under the present arrangement, some 
of the Indians ere obliged to contribute more than their 
share so that the children of those who are unable to con- 
tribute, may have food. 

The building at present in use would have to be 
considerably enlarged and improved so as to provide increased 
accommodation before it would be suitable for a regular 
poarding school.

In reply to your letter of the 27th of January last, 
especially the last paragraph thereof, asking for a full 
report on the management of the Homaicho Indian School, 
Fraser Agency, B.C., I nave the honour to forward herewith 
for the information and consideration of the Departinent 
a report dated the 22nd inst., No. 181/12, today received 
from Mr. Agent McDonald, which, though not containing 
all the information asked for by the Departisent, will 
doubtless enable it to understand the situation as at 
present existing at the institution. From what the Agent 
states it would seem that Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, the 
teachers, expected more assistance from the pupils than 
they have received and consequently more has fallen to 
their lot than expected. Under the cirownstances the 
request for an assistant seems not unreasonable. It is 
noted though that Mr. McDonald omits to state whether for 
the monthly sua of #20.00 or $25.00 the services of a

Referring to your letter of the 2nd ultimo, No. 690, M.5., 
Peauesting a full report on the Management of Homalco Day School. 
and the results of the exveriment ao far as show up to the 
present, I have the honor to state that I visited the said 
school on the 19th instant. 

There were 25 puvils on the roll and 19 in attendance on 
the date of my visit. I examined them in Treading, writing, and 
arithmetic, and in view of the fact that the school has only 
been in operation since the beginning of August last, and that 
none of the pupils could then speak English, and none ha@ 
Previously attended any school, I consider that they have made 
excellent progress. They read very well in the First Primer, 
their writing 1s good, and they can count and add fairly well. 
Twelve of them are now sufficiently advanced for Promotion to 
the 2nd standard. 

Sixteen pupils boarded in the school from the beginning 
of August to the latter part of December, when the parents 
returned to the village and took their children to their own 
houses, except four pupils, who remained inmates o7 the echool 
all winter, and were still there at the time of my visit. 

At the beginning of April, the parents will nearly all 
be going away to work, and will again leave their ohildren

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poarders in the school. 

Mr. Thompson teaches the boys and Mra. Thompson, besides 
teaching the girls, has to attend to the cooking, washing, 
and keeping the building in order. The vig girls, whom she 
expected to assist her with the housework, only attend as dey 
scholars, and, consequently do not help her as was expected 
they would. She is not a very strong woman, and complains 
that the amount of work she has to do when 15 or 16 children 
are boarding in the school, 4s too much for her, and My. 
Thompson and herself would be glad if the Department could 
give a grant of $20 or $25 a month to pay 4 white woman to 
relieve Mrs. Thompson of a portion of thia work. Unless this 
4s done, it is feared that they will have to discontinue Keep 
ing the children as poarders in the school, and, in that event, 
the parents would be obliged to take their cnildren away with 
them to where they are working. This would practically paralyze 
the school, at least for the sumuer months, and I would, there- 
fore, recommend to the favorable consideration of the Department 
the question of a salary for a white woman to assist Mra. 
Thompson, at least for six or nine months in the year when the 
children will be resident at the school. 

fhe parents take a Keen interest in the school, and are 
very well pleasedtmat their children are getting along 0 well- 
They have, however, expressed a strong desire to have their 
achool converted into a boarding school, with the Usual per 
capita grant, as they say it is a great hardship to provide 
provisions and otothing for their children when in the sohool- 

Mr. Thompson informs me that, so far, the Indians, with

At the same tine our policy 
has been not to increase the schools in RBritigh Columbia, or to make 
any new arrangement there, without carefully considering the whole 
field. It seems hard to refuse assistance in this case when the Indians 
themselves have spent nearly $4000.00 on the building. Would it be 
Possible to allow the School to go on as an experiment for a year.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 27th ultimo, Noe 318400, requesting 4 report 
from me in regard to a petition received py the Department 
from Chief William and other Indians of the Homalco band, 
pute Inlet, #4 asking for a grant to pey the salary of a 
teacher on the reserve where they have erected a echool- 
nousee 

In reply I beg to sey that these Indians have, for 
several years, been anxious to have @ school established 
on their reserve. They nave about 30 children of school 
age, none of whom nave as yet attended ary gchoole I have, 
on several occasions, requested them to send some of their 
ohildren to the gséchelt school, and others to the Squamish 
Mission school, 4s each of these Institutions has accommo- 
dation for several additional pupils, put they did not wish 
to send their children so far from nome; and, as they would 
not consent to send their children to any of the schools 
already established in the agency, I advised them that they 
should join with the Klahoose and Sliammon Indians, who are 
also anxious for schools, and erect 4 puilding on some re~ 
serve conveniently situated for the three pands, but they 
would not consent to this proposal either, 43 they wanted 
a echeol on their own reserve. I may add that the Rev. 

Pather 
Je De Mohean, REGe, 
secretary Department of Indian Affairs, 
Ottawae 
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Father Chirouse, Missionary to these Indians, advised them 
in thie matter along the same lines 48 myselfe 

Apout a year 429, without consulting anyone, they 
commenced the erection of 4 achool building on their Aupe 
reserve, where their village is situated. when I visited 
them in the month of September last, the building was then 
not quite completed, and there were no furnishings in ite 

At that time, they did not wish me to apply to 
the Department for 4 grant for them, until they would have 
their building completed and furnished, and some necessary 
clearing and grading done around it. As scon as they had 
everything ready, they were to notify me, 90 that I could 
ley their request pefore the Department. 

They have put up 4 fairly good frame puilaing, 
the main part of which is 30 x 40 feet, two stories nigh. 
The first story has two class-rooms, each 15 x 30 feet, 
one small room 10 x 12 feet, and stairwaye The second 
story has two dormitories,15 x 30 feet each, and one email 
pedroom, 10 x 12 feet. adjoining the rear of the main 
puiiding is a kitchen 20 x 30 feet, one storye the puild- 
ing cost in the neighborhood of $4000 and hae been all paid 
for by the Indians themselves. It is faicly well construct- 
ed, but has not sufficient accommodation for & regular 
poarding school, a8 such institutions are conducted in this 
agency. 

I nave just deen informed vy these Indians that the 
school building is now completed, and that they will pro- 
vide the necessary furnishings as soon 4s provision is made 
py the Department for a teacher’s salary. They say that 
they would like to nave a teacher holding a public school 
certificate, a man with wife and family preferred, but, as 

their 
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their school is in 4 very isolated locality, thete being 
no white settlers within twenty miles of the village, and 
passenger steamers calling there only once @ week, I fear 
4t will hardly be possible to secure the services of a 
public School teacher to go to such an out out of the way 
place, as there 4e a scarcity of such teachers even farthe 
public Schools of the province. 

fhese Indians, ty reason of their occupations, are 
obliged to be away from their village most of the year, 
usually taking their families with them, and, in order that 
the children could attend school regularly, 4t would be 
necessary for them to board in the gonool, at least during 
the absence of their parents. 

In discussing the matter with the Rev. Father 
Chirouse, he informed me that he can secure the services 
of a gentleman (I have forgotten his name) who has had 
several years’ experience teaching in the Indian achools 
of Vancouver Island, and who, with his wife, would be 
willing to take charge of this school, provided the re- 
muneration were sufficient, he teaching the poys,and his 
wife teaching the girls and, with the assistance of the 
older girls would 100K after the cooking and other house- 
work, for which he would require a salary of atleast g@600 
per annum, or $300 for each of theme 

This, in ny opinion, is the pest arrangement that 
can be made, and I would recommend same to the favorable 
consideration of the Department. 

It is thought that the Indians will, for a tine 
at least,be able to provide provisions, &C-, for the mair 
tenance of the school, as they have made no request for

This is MreBarry's first visit to Homalco 
since his appointment and he probably does not know con- 
ditions very well in that districte 


Mr.Sowrey, the teacher, has two dogs, both 
pure-bred Alsatians, and there were five pups born within 
the last few months. He includes these as “Large” dogs. 


I call at Church-House fairly often and if 
the Indians had any complaint to make about the dogs, they 
certainly would make it to me. 


This Reserve is infested with monerel dogs 
belonging to the Indians who leave them to starve when 
they go fishing. They are far more dangerous to the 
Indian children than the teacher's dogs which are kept around 
the residence. As Mr.Sowrey often leaves Mrs.Sowrey on the 
Reserve, when he goes for supplies, etc. they are needed 
for her protection and I respectfully suggest that no notice 
be taken of MreBarry's report in this mattere

I was prepared to listen to anyone who wished to speak to me 
however, Four or five Indians explained the reason why they 
sent me the petition coqetesnang of the teacher and the school. 
T. Paul spoke for the others. He was most impertinent, and 
asked me all sorts of foolish questions. I told him to ask 
the Indian Agent who was the official who had charge of the 
matter, He explained that there were far more children in 
the village than were in school that day. I told him that 
the Indians could not expect their ohildren to get on 4n school 
if the parents did not send them to school, He said that the 
teacher did not ring a bell for school. I asked one of the 
Indians who looked as if he could understand English if he did 
not know the time. He said he did, J remarked that if he knew 
the time he could see that the children were sent to school 
regardless of any bell. 


I asked the teacher to requisition for a new bell 
and in the meantime to try to mend the old one. All that is 
re 48 a large hand bell which the teacher can ring for 
school. 


The whole attitude of the Indians was truculent. 


I have read a long letter from Mr. Indian Agent Ball 
4n which he gives the teacher's explanation of points raised in 

the petition sent by the Indiana of Churoh House to me, and 

leter forwarded to the Department through the Assistant Com 
missioner for British Columbia. I wish to say that I am in 
complete agreement with the observations of Mr, Indian Agent 

Ball ao far as the Homalco Indian Day School and the Indians and 
others at Church House are concerned. I told the Indians that 
they were in my opinion being made fools of by others, and that the 
best thing they could do was to send their children to school. 
They, however, let me know that they do not Antend to do this, 


In some ways it might be best to transfer Mr. and Mrs. 
Sowrey to another school in the Vancouver Agenoy should there be 
a vacant position, at Sliammon for instance. doubt that 
under the ol roumatances Mr, Sowrey could be expected to do better 
than he has at Church House. The Indians appear oud to upset 
the Department's work there if they can do so. I am certainly 
of ) eR aes that they are being urged on by someone other than 
an 4ndlan, 


These points are all mentioned here as I wish the Indian 
Agent, Mr. Ball, to know that I entirely agree with him in his 
estimate of the conditions at Church House.

I have received your 167-35-1 of the 14th instant, 
with which you enclosed 4 letter from Mr. Indian Agent Ball 
addressed to the Department, regarding the situation at the 
Homalco Indian Day School, Church Hous@e 


This situation continues to be given close attentione 
At present the cnildren have not returned to School but I was 
given assurances yesterday by one of the local advisors to the 
Indians of Church House that the children would return to 
School in dererence to my wishes. 


Mr. Sowrey has not been a success as a teacher at 
Church House and, whatever causesthere may be for the dis- 
satisfaction that exists with respect to the conduct of the 
Indian Day School there, this is one of the contributing 
factors to the present situation, if not the main one. 
Inspector Barry, in report on the situation on October 7th, 
stated:- "I am quite unable to recommend the retention of 
the services of Mr. Sowrey, the teacher at Church House, He is 
not in possession of a Normal School certificate, and though 
he did attend the Provincial Summer School in Victoria last 
year he appears to have made a complete fool of himself there. 


From the information I now have before me, I cannot 
jo otherwise than recommend that Mr. Sowrey be replaced at 
Church House. He is heartily disliked by both parents and 
pupils and the continuation of his services there would only 
tend to aggravate the dissatisfaction that already exists. 
Mrs. Sowrey's work as Field Matron at Church House has been 
outstanding, and her services should be secured for one of 
our other Reserves, if it is possible to make satisfactory 
arrangements 


After considering all the circumstances involved, 
T do not think it advisable this time to prosecute the 
parents under the compulsory provision of Section 10 of the 
Indian Acte 


I would recommend that His Excellency Archbishop 
Duke be asked to nominate a new teacher and field matron for 
our work at Church Houses

@ letter dated April lst from Mr. “.J, Phillips. It was 
headed “Churshouse April 1st" but was mailed in Vancouver 
April 15th. In his letter he resigned as teacher of the 
Homalco Indian Day School, effective April 2lst. I forwarded 
this letter to the Indian Commissioner in the usual wey e 


On the Zlst I received a radiogram from Chief 
tommy Paul, of the Homalco Band, saying the teacher had 
left the school and it had been broken into on the night of 
the 12th instant. I left for Churchouse on the 22nd, 
arriving there on the 23rd. Meanwhile I had radioed the 
B.U.ePolice boat to meet me and investigate the breaki 
and entering charge. En route to Churchouse by = 
and about two hours run from there, I passed another gasbdoat 
which I did not recognise and took the number of it as I 
usually do in such cases. 


Upon arrival at the Reserve, the Chief told us 
that Mr. and Mrs. Phillips and two others had been to the 
School, taken some tools to the School, and had taken away 
some packages when they left about two hours before - this 
was the boat 1 had passed earlier. 


Upon entering the Sohool - which is a combined 
school and residence building - we found the tools above 
mentioned lying on a chair, there was a saw, hammer, chisel 
and screwdriver all completely covered with red, salt-water 
rust, and practically worthless. Upstairs we found a few 
broken rusty tools. Mr.Phillips had advised the Chief that 
the tools were there when he left and had evidently been stolen 
when the school was broken into. I could not find out when 
Phillips left, as apparently he was in and out of the Reserve 
several times. ‘the date of the breaking and entering was the 
Saturday following Good Friday, when all the Indians except 
two were celebrating waster at another keserve 25 miles away. 
the Police searched these two houses as Chief Paul said 
Phillips mentioned that they had probably done the stealing 
but nothing was found at their places. 


Later in conversation with the Uhief, he told 
me that a vepartmental cheque for #45.00 which 1 had sent to 
him through Phillips (copy of my covering letter enclosed) 
@uly arrived, but Phillips told him to endorse it and let 
him have it and ne would pay it back later, and the vuhief stated 
that Phillips told him I had authorized him to use the money. 
While on the Reserve, the local storek eper sent @ letter to me 
asking if I could help him collect af 55.00 grocery bill from 
Phillips but I advised him this was not in my jurisdiction. 
Dr.Lyons, medical officer, also mentioned that Phillips haa 
borrowed money from him. 


We sealed up the Sohool building, and I lert on 


the police boat to locate Phillips. We found their boat late 
at night tied up at a small dock. I questioned Phillips and 
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his wife on the Police boat, and he denied saying I had 
authorized him to use the $45.00, but admitted that, being 
short of funds, he had asked the Chief if he could borrow it. 
4s this money represented wages for about 11 men for cutting 
wood for the School, and did not belong to the Chief, it was 
an unfortunate thing to do. This money was to be put in a 
fund to buy shingles to repair the Church roof. 


Phillips had bought a gas-boat from an Indian, paying 
@ small sum down and had built a cabin on it and left for 
Vancouver. This boat had not been registered, and was stopped 
by the Navel Patrol when it tried to enter the harbour, and 
taken into False Creek, where it is now held. This Indien 
says he did not know Phillips wes leaving the School, or he 
woald not have sold him the boat. Phillips tried to register 
eee, begs in his own name, but the Registrar refused without a 
pill of sale. 


The B.C.Police discovered an unregistered rifle in the 
boat, and I do not know what action will be taken in either 
of the above misdemeanors. 


Without going further into a long list of his repreken- 
sible actions, I would point out that Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
left the Reserve about the end of March or beginning of April 
and that any salaries due them should be paid until Maroh 31st 
only. Further, that the $45.00 being held by him, should be 
deducted from such salary cheque, as this money belongs to 
several Indians. For that reason I wired you on the 24th re- 
questing his cheque be held pending this report. 


I understand that Phillips intends travelling around 
in the boat he bought, selling insurance. His school work I 
believe was satisfactory and Mrs.Phillips wes field matron, 
and there was no reason for them to leave. They are both very 
young and have two small children. Unfortunately, Phillips 
does not appear to have much balance and his integrity is not 
beyond question.

I am forwarding herewith the resignation of lir. 
WedePhillips, teacher of the Homalco Indian Day School, 
Church House, B.C., and covering letter from Nr. Indian 
Agent Rell. 


The matter of Mr. Phillips' resignation has been 
discussed with Inspector Barry, whose report on the lNomalco 
Indian Day School was forwarded under cover of my letter of 
February 2lst last. Captain Barry found that Mr. Phillips' 
work in the class room was satisfactory. He was given 
assistance and advice at the time of the inspection of the 
school and did not then suggest the possibility of his resig- 
nation before the end of the academic year. 


Inspector Parry suggests that although it would 
appear that vr. and Mrs. Phillips have abandoned their work 
at Church “Youse without giving the Department any notice, it 
must be assumed that he was in charge of the school there 
from april lst to april 9th, and that under these circumstances 
the Department might be well advised to pay them for the first 
half of april. 


I would recommend that the Department accept the 
resignation of Nr. and Mrs. Phillips as teacher and field 
matron on the Homalco Indian Reserve, and that they be paid 
salary for only the first half of April. The refund of any 
salary held back monthly by the Department in accordance with 
superannuation regulations should also be included in the 
final cheque to Mr. and Mrs. Phillips.

Mr. and Mrs. Phillips are twenty-four and twenty-three 
years old respectively. They have two young children. 


Mr. Phillips informs me that he was advised by the ex- 
amining officer that he was unfitted for war service because of 
defective eyesight.

I regret thet it is necessary to 
protest against the manner in which this office is 
ignoreé completely in the matter of sp .o0intments 
to dsay-schools in this frency. A previous sppoint- 
ment wns made to Sliammon Jay School; end within 
a short time, the tercher wes forced to resign 
heenuse of his notions in connection with some 
young Indien girls on the Reserve. In the last 
ppoointment to Momalco, the tescher proved to be 
a thief and @ rogue. Vecently, I nerr from the 
Indions that e lir. and Mrs. Dely have arrived at 
HMomelco to take over the scioole in these isolated 
laces, the tercher and eield matron are people 
who ean either cause embarrassing situations to 
the Department, or be of grent fssistonce, according 
to the type of pergon employed. 


At Hom he tencher wes ineur- 
ring of ex h enable to the 
Dep 
Indians and others. I 
ent, as senior o ficial in the agency, is held 
accounteble for what occurs in the Agency. there- 
fore, he should be consulted, or st least advised, ®s8 
to the xind of people with whom he is xpected to 
worke 


In the case of Nomalco, referred 
to evove, in addition to the dishonest activities 
of the tencher, the field matron ron wild in the 

ranting of relief, etc., to Indisns, which was 
pbsolutely unnecessary. lhe present incumbents eat 
Sliemmon, Lr. and Mrs. Gallagher, are an exception- 
ally fine couple; and I°do not see why the same 
tne of people cannot be employed elsewhere. Of 
course the school inspector is responsible for the 
sendemic treining; but the agent, who is not con- 
sulted about the aprointments, is res onsible for 
them otherwisee 


Unless much more c&re is taken in 
these appointments in future, the Department may 
receive sdverse publicity by the sctions of such 
employeeSe tT would like to ssy that it was not 4n 
ensy matter to prevent publicity in both the cases 
mentioned "hove.

Dear Sir: 


I have to refer to your letter of September 8th 
forwarding a copy of Mr. Indian Agent Ball's letter of 
August 26th last, together with a copy of the Department's 
reply thereto. 


Following receipt of this correspondence, I 
endeavored to explain to Mr. Ball the existing procedure 
in connection with the nomination of teachers for our 
Indian Day Schools and pointed out to him that in the 
case of the appointments of Mr. Phillips and Mr.McGuinness 
he had been advised,before these teachers took over their 
duties, of the action taken by this office. 


Mr. Ball was also informed of the appointment 
of Mr. Daly to the Homalco Indian Day School, a copy of 
my letter to Mr. Daly of June 4th informing him of the 
Department's decision being supplied to Mr. Ball. Mr. 
Daly also called at Mr. Ball's office on one or two 
occasions prior to his departure to take up his duties 
at Homalco. 


I should think that Mr. Ball's main objection 
to the existing policy is that he is not consulted in 
connection with the nomination of teachers. To consult 
our Agents in connection with the nominations submitted 
through here could not be helpful in any way and would 
only delay and complicate matters. As Inspector Barry 
points out in his letter to me on the subject dated 
September 13th a copy of which is attached, the present 
Departmental policy of having the various church authorities 
nominate candidates to fill vacant teaching positions, in 
general, works quite well provided the nomination is sent 
to the Department through the office of the Commissioner,

Mr.Daly called here once to say that he and another 
man were going to Churchouse to see what kind of a place it is. 
That was the only time I had seen him until 1rst week when I 
visited Homalco Reserve and met him again, and Mrs.Daly for the 
first time. 

They will be given every assistance and co-operation 
and do not appear to be people who will make any aif ficult ies 
for the Department, but they are most a@isconsolate by reason of 
their transfer to Homalco. I have not been told the reason for 
this transfer, but it wes apparently not at their own request, 
and I hope they will make a success of their work there.

Mr.Phillips has never 
shown up here, as he knows there are considerable 
debts against him. 


The principal one is for 48.00 owing Johnson 
Wilson, Indian of the Homalco Band. When Phillips 
left Homalco School rather suddenly, he "bought" 
@ boat from Johnson Wilson and stated that he intended 
selling insurance from the boat, and would pay him for 
it shortly. Instead of doing this, he came directly 
to Vancouver and sold the boat to a white man, and 
paid Johnson Wilson nothing. 


As we are getting near the end of the fiscal year, 
I thought it would be advisable to return the Cheque at 
this time. If there is any way in which it could be 
applied on the Indian's account, I know it would be 
greatly appreciated, as all trace of the boat has now 
been lost. I might add that this is only one of the 
many shady transactions by Phillips.

I have been requested by Mr.C.0.Daly, teacher at 
Homalco Indian Day School, Churchouse, B.C., to send the 
enclosed lettemto you. I have already advised 
Mr. Daly that we are not responsible for the individual 
acts of Indians, but he appears to think we are liable 
in this matter. 


The School was closed as usual for the summer 
holidays lest year and the Dalys left for Vancouver, the 
robbery being discovered on their return to Churchouse 
for the re-opening of school in September. This is a 
most isolated place, and few Indians are around the Keserve 
in the summer, One Indien admitted openssng gene 
groceries, but denied stealing anything else. ter he 
broke in, it was easy for anyone to walk into the house 
and the police made every effort to trace the property which 
Mr.Daly says was stolen, but without success in recovering 
any of it. As the school had been broken into in other 
ieee although nothing was taken, I was surprised when Mr. 

ly said they had left jewellery, etc. lying in the school 
for two months. It seems incredible that such articles as 
watches, bracelets, medals, etc. were not taken with them 
when they left Churchouse on their holidays. It is quite 
possible that white men could have entered the school and 
the police had one under observation because of his reputation 
and proximity to the School. 


Mr.Daly was not insured against theft. He has had 
a lot of trouble with the Chief and some of the other Indians 
and consequently they will not co-operate in trying to locate 
any of the stuff allegedly stolen. Will you please advise 
what can be done in this matter, as I feel sure that the 
Department will not accept responsibibity?

These elderly people have not been happy at this 
isolated and rugged place, and I am surprised that they have 
stayed so long. Under the circumstances, there has not been 
much improvement at the School and I recommend that their 
resignations be accepted. lr.Daly informs me that he will teach 
Latin and Mathematics at a private school - he had no scope for 
these subjects at Homalco. 


The Homalco Indians are a truculent, quarrelsome and 
drunken Band. They are rather remote from supervision either 
by myself or the police, and this adds to the unpleasantness 
of existence there. 


Abour 20 years ago we employed a man as teacher 
under similar conditions and he greatly improved the Indians 
by precept and example. His name is Frank Grist, who is at 
present in the Veteran's Guard of Canada, If he could be employed 
at Homalco, it would be a splendid thing for the Indians and the 
administration of the Reserve. Grist is a fine man of undoubted 
integrity and does not mind isolation. ividently he is appreciated 
in his Unit as he has been promoted to Warrant Officer. He is 
unmarried, but we could get along without a field matron, as he 
is a good first aid man and taught at Osoyoos and other Indian 
Day Schools. I have not contacted him of course until I hear from 
you. He is a Roman Catholic as are the Homalco Indians.

Agencies ond I visited the distant stations of the 
Homalco Indinns during the month of June,at which time 
it was obvious that the teacher could not accompany the 
Indians as they are separated at many campse The closing 
of the school appears at present as the only alternative 
to the continuance of the arrangements at present obtaine 
inge The Indians must leave the village to wopk,as there 
is nothing for them to do at their village. They are at 
home ,however,a great deal in the winter. 


I would recommend that lir.Becher's salary be paid

Precarious condition, has completely broken down and I 
should be glad if the Department will give the necessary 
instructions to have same thoroughly overhauled and new 
Pipes laid where found necessary, 


Due to the school windows looking directly on to the 
village playground, they are constantly being broken 
by the football, baseball, etc... I should recommend 
strong wire screens being placed over at least six of 
these windows immediately ond so help to eliminate the 
recurring expense of reglazing as well as Safeguarding 
against accidents from flying glass, 


The chimney of the school building is in « very bad

the brickwork repointed, in orler to prevent fire. 


I shall be pleased if you will arrange to have wire 
soreens placed on the windows of the school building facing 
the playground, You may also arcunge to have the chimney cleaned 
and the brickwork repointed.

Referring to Departmental Letter dated 
the 24th ult., No. 318400-5, in reply would eay that I 
have discussed the question of repaire to the Homalco 
Indian Day School with Mr. Mareden, the teacher, who 
vieited the cffice recently, he ie spending 4 short 
holiday in Vancouver. 


In order that the School and Teacher's 
suite may be comfortable, it is necessary that further 
repaire be made to the building, ae coneiderable hard- 
ship wae experienced by both Teacher and Matron during 
the winter monthe last year. 


After a full consideration of all con- 
ditions, I would reepectfully recommend: 


1..Building covered with tar paper and shingled- 
shingles to have creoecte stain. 


2+ New floor in school-room. 
3. New steps to front porch. 


4%, The present living room being too small, partition 
moved back three feet into echool-rocm. 


Small cupboard off kitchen, as at present no 
provision made for storing food etuffe eto. 


New brick chimney, as present one is inadequate to 
carry smoke from existing flues. 


I would aleo respectfully recoumend that the 
above work be completed at once, as it will be more economical, 
otherwise, in my opinion, a teacher's cottage should be erected, 
it being almost impossible to keep the present building waru, 
the weather at this particular place being very cold for, at 
least five wonths in the year. Also that the material be pur- 
chased by the Department and a competent carpenter engaged to 
perform the work on the building. 


fhe Indians are willing that the total coset 
be charged to the trust account held by the Department at 
Ottawa, it was impossible to obtain a petition signed by the 
majority of the membere, as they are nearly all away working 
in the logging campe.

It vill be necessary to purchaee the material needed, after 
competitive prices have been firet obtained. The material 
should be purchased from the firm quoting the loweet price. 


Arrangements should be made with a competent car- 
penter to do the worx, and you will be good enough to see 
that all theee repairs are carried out at the lowest poseible 
cost. You may arrange to have the buildine covered with tar 
paper and shingled - the shingles to have creosote stain. A 
new floor should be placed in the schoolroom and new stepe made 
to the front porch. ‘The partition in the living room may be 
moved back 3 ft. in order to provide more accommodation in 
the teacher's living room. A emall cupboard may be built in 
the kitchen to provide stomee room ‘or foodetuffe, etc., and 
a new brick chimney may be built. 


The Department will expect that all the above work 
will be sati:factorily performed and that no undue expend- 
iture will be inourred. When completed, properly certified 
vouchere, in duplicate, should be forwarded, covering the 
expenditure, to which should be attached a memo showing the 
names of the firme aeked to quote on the materiale used and 
the prices quoted. It may be that the teacher cun give you 
aeeictance in having theee repaire curried out.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 7th July authorizing minor repairs to 
the school building as per MreBarry's report to you. 


The necessary material is being sent up to 
Homalco School and to save freight I shipped at the same 
time enough lumber to build two toilets. The cost of 
roof repairs and building two toilets will be approximately 
$50.00 with freight, and I trust this action will be 
approved by you although I have not received definite 
authority for the lattere 


All the work will be done by the manual 
training class under the instructions of the teacher, 
Mr eSowrey, without cost for labour. I consider these 
small jobs much more valuable as instruction than work 
done in the class room as it is more in line with what 
they will do after they leave school. Although Mre 
Barry did not report it, the school woodshed is leaking 
badly and needs repairing and there should be enough 
material left over to do that job also. 


Regarding the septic tank, this work 
can not be done at present, but will be taken up at a 
later date.

These two heaters are connected to the same 
chimney. 


As oil is used in the kitchen range in 
the teacherage it would be more economical and labor - 
saving to provide oil heaters to replace the above mentioned 
wood burning ones. 


It is difficult to get wood delivered at 
Ghurch House, and the present set-up is a fire hazard, the 
wall having been badly scorched on two occasions by over 
heated stove pipes. 


Asbestos boards are included in the requi- 
sition for instalment on the walls behind the heaters. An 
additional Coleman gas-lamp is necessary, as the one at 
present in use has to be carried from room to room. broken 
window panes also need replacing. 


In view of the isolation of this school, 
it is necessary that it be made as attractive and comfrort- 
able as possible if teachers are expected to remain.

As you are aware, the Provincial Government 
requires that thie Department pay for any Indian child 
attending a "white" school within the Province of British 
Columbia at the rate of $20.00 a year, based on the 
average attendance. 


The Department has no objection to Mr. Edwards! 
children attending the Katzie school on the same terma as 
in the case of Indian children attending "white" schools. 
It should, of course, be further understood that thie 
permission 18 only of a temporary nature and that it will 
be withdrawn at once and without notice should the ohildren 
in question become in any way troublesome to the teaoher, 
or if the accommodation at present vacant in the achool 
is required for Indian children. 


I feel 1t should also be possible to terminate

We have had, in the past, some considerable 
trouble in getting many of the children of the Katzie 
Band to attend the Day School on their No. 1, Reserve, 


This was really not their fault, as there are 
more than half the school-age population on the No. 2, 
and No. 3, Reserves across the Fraser River from the 
village on the No. 1, Reserve, where the school is site 
uated. Hitherto, the cost of a definite transportation 
system has been too high, but I am now enclosing an otfer 
trom Andrew James, an Indian on the No. 3, Reserve, to 
make the necessary trips tor One Dollar per day. There are 
at present thirteen children of school age on the south 
shore, who would thus be added to the present school list. 
At the moment, there are only nine pupils on the register. 


I would recommend that if at all possible, this 
offer be accepted, and an account submitted by the teacher, 
at the end of each month, tor the number of days on which 
Andrew James brought pupils to the school. Such action would 
more than double the pupilage, ard I trust the “epartment
